The  President 


J.  Fuller  Frames,  the  present  President  was 
born  in  Baltimore  on  June  3rd,  1862,  and  has 
spent  the  whole  of  his  active  life  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  his  store,  which  wTas  established 
by  his  father,  the  late  James  P.  Frames.

He  was  then  admitted 
to  a  partnership  in  his  father's  business,  and 
began  the  active  pharmaceutical  career  which 
has  extended  the  commendable  reputation  the 
business  gained  for  thoroughness  and  strict  re- 
liability.  In  addition  to  his  business  success, 
Mr.  Frames  takes  an  active  interest  in  all  matters 
pharmaceutical.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Amer¬

President’s  Reception 


PRESIDENT  SCHINDEE:  Ladies  and  gentlemen: 
It  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  me  to  call  to  order  this 
opening  session  of  the  Thirty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association ;  also  it  is  a  great 
pleasure  and  gratification  to  see  present  so  many  pharmacists 
of  the  State  of  Maryland.  The  Executive  Committee  of  this 
Association  endeavored  to  have  a  resident  of  Ocean  City 
welcome  us  here,  but  having  been  unable  to  do  so  we  have 
found  a  gentlemen,  a  resident  of  Baltimore  City  and  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  :  I  will  now  introduce  to  you,  Mr.  J.  B. 
Thomas.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  :  I  am  very  sorry  in¬ 
deed  that  I  have  been  called  on  to  deliver  an  address  of 
welcome.  It  reminds  me  of  a  story  one  of  the  clever  members 
of  the  Association  told  me  today.  I  do  not  think  I  can  repeat 
it  in  his  inimical  way,  but  will  endeavor  to  do  the  best  I  can. 

You  all  know,  possibly — you  from  the  South  especially — 
in  the  little  hotels  or  inns  in  the  country  towns,  they  usually 
have  colored  waiters.  A  gentleman  one  time  went  into  one 
of  these  places  for  his  breakfast.  A  waiter  came  and  said  : 
“Well,  sah,  what  will  you  have,  we  has  ham  and  eggs  foh 
breakfast  dis  mawnin.”  “Well  the  gentleman  replied,  just 
eliminate  the  eggs.”  “Yassuh”,  said  the  waiter.  He  went 
out  but  soon  came  back ?  “Mister,  what  kind  of  eggs  did 
you  say  you’d  hab  ?  ”  “I  said,  Eliminate  the  eggs.” 

“Yassuh,  yassuh,  I  understands.”  He  came  back  again, 
however,  and  said.  “Mistah,  I’se  very  sorry,  ’deed  I  is, 
but  de  cook  says  he’s  done  los’  his  ’liminator,  but  he’ll  find 
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it  tomorrow,  and  then  we’ll  be  able  to  gib  you  dem  eggs.” 
(Laughter.)  And  so,  had  I  known  I  was  to  be  called  on  to 
deliver  an  address  of  welcome,  I  think  I  would  like  to  have 
been  eliminated  until  tomorrow  wdien  I  would  possibly  have 
felt  in  a  better  condition  after  enjoying  the  company  of  my 
friend,  Mr.  Pierce,  and  a  great  many  other  things. 

I  do  not  know7  that  it  is  generally  known,  it  is  to  some  of 
the  members,  I  am  sure,  that  this  spot  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  has  selected  for  our  annual  meeting  this  year  is  the 
only  one  in  the  State  of  Maryland  where  the  State  touches 
the  Atlantic  Ocean.  This  little  peninsula  called  “Ocean 
City,  ’  ’  is  possibly  not  very  long,  I  do  not  think  it  is  over  five 
or  ten  miles,  but  I  am  sure  that  vTe  will  all  enjoy  the  seashore 
and  Neptune’s  grand  old  waves  and  that  w7e  will  have  a  most 
glorious  time. 

Pharmacy  is  an  ancient  and  honorable  science.  We  all 
know7  what  part  in  the  world  of  medicine  pharmacy  has 
played,  and  even  at  this  place,  wdiile  we  are  enjoying  the  sea 
breezes,  we  have  among  us  some  of  our  very  energetic 
and  scientific  members  wdio  are  not  satisfied  to  enjoy  them¬ 
selves  only  but  are  doing  research  wmrk  here  at  this  very 
place.  It  was  one  of  these  members  w7ho  examined  a  certain 
bottle  that  contained  a  pallid  liquid  and  was  labeled 
“Guaranteed  under  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law7,”  which 
upon  close  analysis  by  this  scientific  gentlemen — his  great 
research  w7ork  of  the  whole  afternoon  gave  him  a  tremendous 
headache — w7as  found  not  to  be  the  article  named  on  the  label. 
He  hardly  knew7  what  to  call  the  article  contained  in  the  bottle; 
some  one  suggested  it  wras  possibly  “Pierce’s  Discover}7”. 
(Laughter.) 

Seriously  speaking,  gentlemen — I  think  possibly  you 
have  heard  that  expression  before,  from  Mr.  Hancock — I  cer¬ 
tainly  do  extend  to  you,  in  behalf  of  the  State  Association,  a 
most  hearty  and  cordial  welcome  to  this  beautiful  spot,  and 
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may  your  stay  here  be  one  not  only  of  pleasure  and  enjoy¬ 
ment,  but  one  of  great  profit. 

This  Association  has  done  wonders  for  the  pharmacists  ; 
there  is  no  association,  none  that  I  know  of,  that  has  done 
more  to  uplift  pharmacy  and  protect  its  members  from  vicious 
and  objectionable  laws  which  sometimes  get  into  our 
Legislature.  I  am  sure  you  will  all  have  here  an  enjoymble 
and  profitable  time.  I  thank  you  very^  much.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  :  After  the  greeting  extended  to  us  by 
Mr.  Thomas  I  feel  that  there  is  only  one  man  in  this  room 
fully  qualified  to  respond  to  it. 

I,  therefore,  on  behalf  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  call  upon  Mr.  Pierce.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  PIERCE :  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen  : 
It  does  seem  strange  to  me — strange  things  have  ceased  to 
happen — why  I  should  be  called  upon  to  make  answer  to  our 
friend,  Mr.  Thomas,  when  there  are  so  many*  others  here  so 
much  better  qualified,  who  know  so  much  more  about  the 
affairs  of  this  Association  and  its  workings  than  I.  I  feel 
that  you  don't  know  me  as  well  as  y^ou  seem  to  think  you  do, 
Mr.  President.  By  the  wayy  I  would  like  to  say^,  in  order 
that  the  secretary  may^  enjoy  the  evening,  there  is  no  use 
recording  all  that  is  being  said.  (Laughter  and  Applause.) 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  I  have  been  very  busily  engaged 
this  afternoon  in  this  research  work,  that  we  hear  so  much 
about,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  the  results  of  my  work  were 
disappointing,  and  that  the  tone  and  effect  of  what  we  ex¬ 
pected  to  find  is  missing,  I  am  really^  not  very  much  in  shape 
to  say^  anything  of  interest.  (Laughter.)  Seriously  speaking, 
now,  however  (Laughter) — our  friend  Mr.  Thomas,  has  been 
"conserved"  for  the  past  twelve  years  to  this  work,  and  I 
want  to  say  to  him,  as  one  of  the  druggists,  that  we 
appreciate  his  hearty  address  of  welcome,  and  so  forth,  and 
that  we  are  here  to  get  all  there  is  in  it,  out,  even  if  we  do 
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not  get  all  there  is  out  of  our  research  work,  and  I  am  glad 
that  we  have  with  us  so  many  of  the  ladies  this  time, 
and  especially,  doctresses, — is  that  right?  We  have  here — it 
may  not  be  known  to  all  of  you, — four  or  five  lady  doctors  or 
pharmacists,  something  rather  unusual  at  these  meetings.  I 
can  assure  you  that  we  are  here  to  get  the  best  there  is  out  of 
this  meeting  and  appreciate  this  hearty  welcome.  Thank 
you.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  :  As  this  concludes  what  is  termed,  “The 
President’s  Reception”,  and  as  the  evening  is  getting  late — 
we  deferred  this  meeting  until  the  arrival  of  the  late  train — we 
will  now  adjourn  to  meet  at  ten  o’clock  tomorrow  morning. 
(Applause.) 


First  Session 


PRESIDENT  SCHINDEE  :  E  a  d  i  e  s  and  gentlemen  : 
It  is  my  pleasure,  and  at  the  same  time  I  deem  it  a  distin¬ 
guished  honor,  to  call  this  Thirty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  order. 

Through  unavoidable  illness  in  the  family  of  our  Secre¬ 
tary,  Mr.  E.  F.  Kelly,  he  will  not  be  present,  and  I  will  now 
entertain  a  motion  for  the  election  of  a  secretary  pro  tern. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President,  it  gives  me  a  great  deal 
of  pleasure  to  nominate  as  secretary  pro  tern  our  mutual 
friend,  Mr.  Pierce. 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  our  Secretary,  Mr.  Kelly, 
could  not  be  present,  but  Mr.  Pierce  was  so  very  efficient  at 
our  last  meeting,  and  I  am  sure  you  will  find  him  equally  so 
at  this  one. 

Mr.  FOUCH  :  I  second  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  Gentlemen,  it  has  been  moved  and 
seconded  that  Mr.  Pierce  act  as  secretary  pro  tern. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President,  I  move  that  the  nom¬ 
inations  be  closed. 

(Motion  thereupon  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  call  for  First  Vice-President,  Mr. 
Frames?  (No  response.)  Mr.  Thomas,  will  you  take  the 
chair?  The  first  order  of  business  is  the  President’s  address. 

(Mr.  THOMAS  did  as  requested.) 

President’s  Address 


The  flight  of  time  is  about  to  close  this,  the  thirtieth  fiscal 
year  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association.  I  will  not 
myself  say  successful ,  for  of  that ,  you  the  individual  members 
of  the  Association  are  to  be  the  judges.  But  I  have  endeav¬ 
ored  to  give  this  Association  my  best  thought  and  judgment 
in  all  matters  that  have  arisen,  w^hich  I  may  say  have  been 
few. 


Your  Standing  Committees  have  been  thorough  in  their 
work,  and  this  year  closes  stronger  both  numerically  and 
financially  than  we  stood  one  year  ago.  Although  we  have 
not  increased  our  membership  as  much  as  I  hoped  we  should 
do. 


Our  Membership  Committee  has  been  active  and  alert  at 
all  times,  but  it  seems  impossible  to  convince  every  Phar¬ 
macist  in  the  State  of  the  necessity  of  becoming  a  member  of 
this  Association. 

For  the  size  of  our  State  w^e  have  a  strong,  active 
Association,  and  the  time  has  come  that  when  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  suggests  legislation  its  claims  will 
be  recognized. 

The  policy  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
has  been  in  the  past  few  years  to  restrict  freak  legislation. 
I  think  in  the  future  we  ought  at  all  times  be  awake,  and 
prevent  any  such  measures  being  enacted. 
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I  think  this  Association  ought  to  endeavor  to  have  the 
State  Board  of  Health  instruct  their  inspectors  to  visit  the 
offices  of  the  Dispensing  Physicians  and  procure  samples  for 
their  inspection. 

We  find  a  great  many  manufacturers  of  Pharmaceuticals 
selling  to  the  physician  only,  at  prices  far  below  the  old 
established  manufacturers,  their  product  never  appearing  in 
the  stocks  of  the  Retail  Drug  Stores  of  the  State,  and  there¬ 
fore,  not  subjected  to  the  inspection  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

We  therefore  feel  that  these  manufacturers  should  be 
compelled  to  conform  as  strictly  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
as  the  manufacturers  of  Pharmaceuticals  who  market  their 
product  through  the  regular  channels  of  trade. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Health  for  its  enforcement,  and  as  the  Pharmacist  is  largely 
affected  by  this  Act,  he  should  for  that  reason  alone,  have  re¬ 
presentation  on  that  Board. 

The  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner  (whom  we  all  know) 
has  been  at  all  times  fair  and  discreet  in  the  enforcement  of 
this  Act,  but  the  time  will  come  when  Dr.  Caspari  will  not  be 
the  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner.  For  we  all  know  many 
things  in  our  short  lives  that  have  changed  by  time  and 
politics. 

Don’t  understand  me  as  being  opposed  to  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  it.  I  do  not  know  of 
any  single  Act  passed  by  the  Maryland  Legislature  pertaining 
to  Pharmacy,  that  has  done  as  much  for  it  as  this  Act  has. 

It  has  made  Pharmacists  of  all  of  us;  it  has  made  us 
follow  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  and  National  Formulary  as 
we  have  never  before  done. 

We  have  stopped  and  asked  ourselves  the  questions,  if 
our  Seidlitz  Powders  were  full  weight,  if  our  Lime  Water 
contained  0.14  per  cent  of  Calcium  Hydroxide,  if  all  the  Iodine 
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and  Potassium  Iodide  was  dissolved  in  our  Tr.  Iodine,  if  we 
weighed  the  Camphor  carefully  in  making  Sp.  Camphor. 

Pharmacy  gentlemen,  is  no  longer  guess  work  ;  it  is  as  it 
should  be,  based  on  cold  facts,  facts  which  can  be  and  should 
be  proven. 

When  a  Physician  prescribes  a  potent  drug,  a  drug  that 
means  life  or  death,  the  Pharmacist  should  be  absolutely  sure 
of  the  potency  of  his  drug. 

Therefore,  for  these  reasons,  I  feel  the  standard  of  Phar¬ 
macy  has  been  raised  by  the  passage  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act.  The  State  Anti-Narcotic  Law  enacted  for  the  benefit  of 
the  poor  unfortunate  should  have  our  hearty  co-operation  and 
support. 

In  closing  let  me  thank  each  one  of  you  for  the  honor 
you  have  conferred  on  me  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  my  ad¬ 
ministration  this  past  year  has  met  with  the  approval  of  each 
member  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Fellow  members  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  you  have  heard  this  most  excel¬ 
lent  address  of  your  President,  and  his  suggestions,  I  am 
sure,  are  most  worthy  and  show  sound  judgement.  I  await 
now  your  pleasure. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  ;  I  move  that  the  President’s  address 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  for  consideration. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Any  remarks,  gentlemen? 

(No  response.) 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  appoint  on  that  committee :  Mr. 
Hancock,  Mr.  Fouch  and  Mr.  Kahn. 

(President  Schindel  resumed  the  chair.) 
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PRESIDENT  :  Gentlemen,  the  order  of  business  is  the 
reception  of  delegates.  Are  there  any  delegates  present  from 
other  associations  ?  (No  response.)  .1  will  ask  the  Secretary 
to  read  this  telegram  from  the  Pennsylvania  Association.

I  beg  to  extend  the  hearty  and  fraternal  greetings  of  the  N.  A.  R. 
D.  to  the  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  Annual  Meeting 
assembled  at  Ocean  City,  June  24,  and  sincerely  trust  that  your  sessions 
may  be  largely  attended  and  productive  of  much  good  to  its  members. 

By  resolution  passed  in  Milwaukee  at  1912  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.  no  State  Association  can  this  year  pay  more  than  $25\.00 
dues,  which  entitles  it  to  two  delegates  to  the  Annual  Convention,  the 
representation  from  the  local  affiliated  Associations  remaining  the  same 
as  in  former  years. 

It  was  thought  this  innovation  in  State  Association  dues  would 
stimulate  a  greater  interest  among  members  of  the  State  Association  and 
promote  the  moral  and  fraternal  feeling  that  should  actuate  the 
numerous  associations  now  affiliated  with  the  National  Association. 

We  have  now  started  a  new  campaign  promoting  price  protection.

Through  constant  and  consistent  agitation  we  have  now  enlisted  the 
sympathies  and  attention  of  all  other  retail  commercial  trade  organi¬ 
zations  as  also  many  professors  and  many  prominent  writers  on  eco¬ 
nomic  questions  in  the  Journals  and  Magazines  of  this  country. 

We  may  also  state  with  pride  that  President  Wilson  is  also  in 
heart}7  sympathy  with  our  desires  provided  we  do  not  encroach  upon  the 
Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act.  Already  through  his  powerful  influence  there 
has  been  enacted  into  law  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  a  measure  that  will 
largely  restrict  the  cutting  of  retail  prices  in  order  to  facilitate  sales. 
May  we  not  hope  also  to  have  the  powerful  influence  of  the  various 
State  Associations  in  promoting  ^piilar  measures  in  every  State  in  our 
Union. 

Enclosed  please  find  verbatim  copy  of  New  Jersey  Law,  approved 
April  1,  1913,  which  I  trust  you  will  have  read  at  one  of  your  sessions 
and  referred  to  your  Legislative  Committee  for  action. 
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The  N.  A.  R.  D.  Annual  Convention  will  be  held  this  year  at 
Cincinnati  the  week  of  August  25,  and  we  sincerely  hope  your  State 
Association  may  be  represented  by  two  delegates  as  it  promises  to  be  the 
largest  and  most  important  meeting  in  its  history. 

Trusting  your  Convention  will  take  this  into  serious  co.  isideration 
and  that  we  shall  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  two  delegates  represent¬ 
ing  your  State  Association  at  our  meeting  in  Cincinnati,  I  beg  to  remain,

ASSEMBLY  No.  668 

STATE  OF  NEW  JERSEY 

An  Act  to  Prevent  Unfair  Competition  and  Unfair  Trade  Practices. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  State  of  New 
Jersey. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  merchant,  firm  or  corporation  for  the 
purpose  of  attracting  trade  for  other  goods,  to  appropriate  for  his  or 
their  own  end  a  name,  brand,  trademark,  reputation  or  good  will  of  any 
maker  in  whose  product  said  merchant,  firm  or  corporation  deals,  or  to 
discriminate  against  the  same,  by  depreciating  the  value  of  such  pro¬ 
ducts  in  the  public  mind,  or  by  misrepresentation  as  to  value  or  quality, 
or  by  price  inducement,  or  by  unfair  discrimination  between  buyers,  or 
in  any  other  manner  whatsoever,  except  in  cases  where  said  goods  do 
not  carr37  any  notice  prohibiting  such  practice,  and  expecting  in  case  of  a 
receiver’s  sale,  or  a  sale  by  a  concern  going  out  of  business. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  this  act  shall  be  liable  at 
the  suit  of  the  maker  of  such  branded  or  trade-marked  goods,  or  any 
other  injured  person,  to  an  injunction  against  such  practices  and  shall 
be  liable  in  such  suit  for  all  damages  directly  or  indirectl}7  caused  to  the 
maker  by  such  practices,  which  said  damages  may  be  increased  three¬ 
fold,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

I  desire  to  extend  through  you  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  the  cordial  greetings  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  its  good  wishes  for  a  successful  and  profitable  annual 
meeting. 

The  prosperity  and  healthy  activity  of  the  state  associations  are 
vital  to  the  reform  and  progress  of  pharmacy.  Druggists  who  do  not 
actively  support  their  state  associations  sin  against  the  calling  from 
which  they'  gain  a  livelihood  and  stand  in  the  way  of  their  own 
prosperity. 

While  the  state  associations  have  accomplished  much  for  pharmacy, 
their  accomplishments  have  been  infinitesimal  compared  to  what  they 
might  have  been  had  they'  received  adequate  support  from  the  rank  and 
file  of  druggists  for  whose  benefit  they  have  so  earnestly'  labored. 

It  was  because  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  believed 
in  the  necessity'  of  these  bodies  that  in  early  day's  it  charged  its  members 
with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  Pharmceutical  Associations  were  formed  in 
every  state,  and  it  was  in  consequence  of  this  policy  that  most  of  the 
associations  were  originally'  organized. 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  believes  and  teaches 
that  it  is  as  much  the  duty  of  the  retail  druggist  to  help  support  his 
state  association  as  it  is  a  part  of  business  prudence  to  keep  his  stock 
insured  against  fire,  and  it  also  believes  and  teaches  that  if  the  great 
majority  of  retail  druggists  will  give  their  steadfast  support  to  their 
local,  state  and  national  organizations,  they  can  look  forward  to  obtain¬ 
ing  almost  any  reasonable  measure  of  legislation  they'  may  ask  for,  and 
to  obtaining  other  reforms  for  their  professional  and  financial  benefit 
that  now  seem  almost  impossible. 

At  its  60th  annual  meeting  held  in  Denver  in  1912,  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  created  a  House  of  Delegates  to  which  each 
state  association  is  entitled  to  send  three  representatives.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  this  House  of  Delegates  to  provide  means  whereby  the  state 
associations  can  express  themselves  upon  questions  of  national  import- 
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ance,  and  whereby  also  the  national  questions  under  consideration  by 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  can  be  referred  to  the  state 
associations  for  their  consideration.  This  new  feature  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  promises  to  be  of  great  usefulness  in 
co-relating  and  harmonizing  opinions  upon  pharmaceutical  questions 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  we  trust  that  your  association  will 
refer  to  it  such  questions  and  resolutions  as  you  deem  of  general  or 
national  importance. 

Your  association  is  entitled  to  three  delegates  in  the  new  House, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  they  will  be  present  at  the  61st  annual 
meeting  which  will  convene  at  Nashville,  Tenn  ,  August  18,  1913. 

No  financial  obligation  is  incurred  by  the  sending  of  delegates, 
and  no  action  of  the  House  is  binding  upon  the  associations  represented 
therein  unless  the}T  voluntarily  approve  and  indorse  such  action.  The 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  also  tenders  you  free  use  of  its 
official  Journal  for  the  publication  of  your  announcements,  and  of  any 
papers,  addresses,  or  other  portions  of  your  annual  proceedings. 

Again  wishing  you  a  meeting  that  shall  be  abundantly  successful 
from  every  point  of  view,  and  that  the  druggists  of  your  state  may  be 
brought  to  see  the  necessity  of  giving  your  association  the  united  and

Dear  Mr.  Kelly  : — 

Enclosed  herewith  you  will  find  a  copy  of  a  bill  introduced  by  me 
that  I  will  be  glad  to  have  you  call  to  the  attention  of  your  organization 
some  time  in  the  near  future. 

While  I  am  opposed  to  a  senseless  multiplication  of  useless 
battleships,  yet  I  see  no  reason  why  those  we  have  built  at  so  great 
expense  should  not  be  used  in  advancing  American  trade  before  they 
rot.  Our  strength  and  security  lie  not  in  battleships  and  dreadnaughts 
so  much  as  in  our  isolation,  the  absence  of  entangling  alliances  and  our 
peaceful  pursuits.  All  people  are  looking  to  the  United  States  to  take 
the  first  step  toward  disarmament.  This  moment,  when  Europe  is  an 
armed  camp,  and  England  equips  even  merchantmen  with  complements 
of  guns,  would  to  my  mind,  be  a  proper  time  to  set  the  wholesome 
example  of  converting  costl}'  and  menacing  engines  of  war  to  a  peaceful 
mission  of  displaying  American  handicraft  in  the  world’s  eager  markets- 

From  latest  available  reports  on  movements  of  our  navy  it  appears 
that  much  time  is  spent  by  battleships  cruisers  and  gunboats  in  foreign 
ports.  Yet  trade  reports  show  how  comparatively  unknown  are 
American  goods  in  these  same  ports  frequented  By  American  warships. 

To  work  out  details  is  a  task  left  entirely  with  skilled  experts  and 
engineers  of  our  Navy  Department.  They  are  familiar  with  ever}'  cubic 
inch  of  space  of  every  vessel  and  know  to  what  extent  and  for  what 
extent  and  for  what  purposes  employed.  The  practical  business  sense 
of  our  Commerce  Department  will  co-ordinate  in  this  work.  The  regu¬ 
lations  formulated  would  set  out  the  nature  of  exhibits  and  conditions 
upon  which  such  exhibits  would  be  received  ;  so  those  who  would  avail 
themselves  of  this  service,  could  obtain  full  instructions,  schedules  of 
the  itinerary  of  vessels,  and  detailed  information  as  to  how,  when,  and 
where  to  make  application  for  allotments  of  exhibition  space.  The 
Consular  Service  should  co-operate  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  foreign 
merchants,  this  innovation,  and  arrange  for  its  proper  publicity. 

The  commercial  organizations  throughout  our  country  will,  I 
believe,  appreciate  readily  the  possibilities  of  this  proposition.  Friends 
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of  a  big  Navy  would  do  well  to  analyze  this  plan  carefully,  if  the}'  take 
seriously  the  recent  remarks  of  Secretary  Daniels  on  the  importance  of 
making  the  Navy  a  popular  institution. 

I  will  appreciate  your  comment  and  suggestions,  and  will  be  glad  to 
have  a  letter  from  you,  touching  this  matter.

Mr.  Goodwin  of  Arkansas  introduced  the  following  bill ;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  Commerce  and 
ordered  to  be  printed. 


A  BILL 

To  encourage  American  commerce  with  foreign  nations. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Nav}7  is  hereby  directed,  within  sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  the  extent  and  character  of 
all  space  upon  all  ships  of  the  United  States  Navy  which  might  reason¬ 
ably  be  temporarily  used  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  American 
manufactured  products  and  other  articles  of  commerce. 

SEC.  2.  That  on  the  receipt  of  the  information  required  in  section 
one  hereof  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  shall  allot  such  space  to  such 
American  manufacturers,  merchants,  exporters,  or  associations  thereof, 
or  other  trade  bodies  who  may  apply  for  the  same,  ratably  and  equitably, 
with  the  idea  of  affording  the  widest  exhibition  of  the  various  commer¬ 
cial  and  manufacturing  industries  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3  That  on  such  space  having  been  allotted  the  person,  firm, 
corporation,  board  of  trade,  association,  or  other  trade  organization 
shall  be  allowed  to  install  and  maintain  exhibits  of  manufactured

products  and  articles  of  commerce  therein,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  promulgated  jointly  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
and  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
President  of  the  United  .States. 

Mr.  HANCOCK :  Mr.  President,  that  is  one  of  the 
most  amazing  communications  I  think  this  Association  has 
ever  been  treated  to.  I  wonder  if  we  have  any  province — 
really,  I  am  sure  we  are  not  qualified,  as  an  association,  to 
take  action  on  a  measure  of  that  kind.  To  my  mind  it  seems 
a  perverted  philanthropy.  I  do  not  think  the  gentlemen  who 
drafted  that  bill  is  familiar  with  the  origin  of  our  institutions 
nor  the  growth  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  race.  I  do  not  think  he 
realizes  the  importance  of  the  United  States  of  America  at 
the  present  time  as  a  world  power.  The  truth  is  that  the 
United  States  has  become  the  acme  of  civilization,  and  I 
believe  it  has  all  been  done  for  a  divine  purpose.  Now  we  all 
might  differ  on  matters  of  this  kind,  but,  personally,  I  think 
within  the  next  fifty  years,  probably  before  that  time,  you 
will  find  that  the  United  States  of  America  will  become  a 
buffer  between  the  civilization  of  Europe  and  the  hordes  of 
Asia,  and  I,  for  one — I  do  not  know  whether  the  most  of 
you  sensed  that  bill  or  not,  but  I  do  not  think  there  ever  has 
been  or  could  be  a  more  ill-tnned  measure  presented  to  Congress 
than  it  is. 

I  do  not  think  we  really  have  any  business  to  interfere 
in  a  bill’ of  that  kind  because  he  is  lobbying  to  get  our  sup¬ 
port,  and  if  we  endorse  the  measure  it  would  not  be  by  any 
superior  insight,  but  more  of  an  accommodation  to  him,  and  I 
think  a  bill  of  that  kind  would  work  untold  harm. 

The  idea  of  taking  an  institution  like  the  American  Navy 
and  making  it  secondary  to  commercial  purposes  is  a  stigma 
on  our  dignity,  patriotism,  almost  on  the  ideals  of  high 
Americanism. 

I  move  you,  Mr.  President,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Association  that  the  bill  is  untimely  and  uncalled  for.

Mr.  KAHN  :  Mr.  President,  the  Wisconsin  druggists 
secured  that  home  at  a  nominal  sum,  I  think  about  half  the 
price  of  the  real  value  of  the  property,  and  the  druggists 
there  made  the  first  payment.  Then  they  sent  a  notice 
around  in  January  to  all  the  druggists  in  the  United  States, 
asking  them  to  send  a  subscription  of  five  dollars  each,  and, 
meeting  with  success,  they  have  enough  money  to  insure  the 
running  of  this  institution  for  the  next  four  years.  Besides 
that,  they  have  sold  one  portion — they  have  four  or  five 
springs  on  that  place — and  they  sold  one  to  a  Chicago 
concern  which  has  run  pipes  from  the  place  to  Chicago  to 
bottle  the  spring  water — I  won’t  say  to  Chicago,  but  very 
near,  and  they  bottle  this  water  and  send  it  to  Chicago  and 
have  made  a  great  success  with  it. 

Their  intention  is  for  this  home  to  be  for  any  one  who 
wishes  to  apply  there  to  be  taken  care  of  for  the  balance  of 
his  life.  Of  course  that  depends  upon  the  age  of  the  person 
and  whether  he  is  endorsed  by  some  of  the  drug  associations. 
Then  they  have  enough  space  to  take  vacationists,  for  which 
they  charge  a  nominal  sum. 

It  is  a  beautiful  location.  They  have  another  plan  on 
the  way  now  to  support  this  institution,  and  that  is  the}*  want 
to  form  what  the}*  call  a  Mineral  Spring  Company  and  the 
bottled  goods  are  to  be  sold  to  all  the  druggists  of  the  United 
States.  Now  that  part  of  it  has  not  been  put  in  force  yet 
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but  it  will  be,  from  what  I  can  understand,  and  this  company 
gotten  up  by  the  druggisis  will  pay  a  royalty  on  every  dozen 
they  sell  throughout  the  United  States  and  that  will  help  to 
support  that  institution.

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the 

Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  : 

Another  year  has  passed  in  the  history  of  this  Association,  and 
the  Executive  Committee  is  pleased  to  present  its  annual  report. 

The  routine  work  of  this  committee,  consisting  principally  of  the 
approval  of  applicants  for  membership,  was  promptly  attended  to  and 
the  endorsed  applications,  with  the  dues,  quickly  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  for  enrollment.  We  regret  that  these  were  not  more 
numerous,  but  considering  the  work  of  the  Membership  Committee  for 
the  past  several  years,  we  realize  that  they  have  done  their  best  in 
advancing  the  interests  of  the  Association. 

The  special  work  that  devolved  upon  this  Committee  was  to 
secure  the  passage  of  a  supplementary  law  for  Baltimore  City  to 
regulate  the  sale  of  Laudanum.  In  this,  we  were  successful.  Acting 
on  the  instructions  of  the  Association  as  given  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
1912,  we  drafted  a  bill  that  was  passed  by  both  branches  of  the  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  City.  If  you  will  refer  to  the  discussion  in  the 
Annual  Proceedings  for  last  year,  you  will  be  reminded  that  we  then 
thought  that  the  Zihlmau  Act  superceded  the  Swann  Ordinance,  and 
inasmuch  as  Laudanum  wras  permitted  to  be  sold  under  the  Zihlman  Act 
it  was  our  effort  to  have  the  sale  of  Laudanum  restricted  as  before, 
under  the  Swann  Ordinance,  for  Baltimore  City. 

With  the  passage  of  this  special  Laudanum  Ordinance  the  drug¬ 
gists  of  Baltimore  are  really  regulated  by  three  separate  Antinarcotic 
Measures,  but  inasmuch  as  two  of  them  together — the  Zihlman  Act  and 
the  Laudanum  Ordinance — harmonize  with  the  Swann  Ordinance, 
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which  we  are  now  told  is  still  effective,  it  is  only  necessary  to  comply 
with  the  Swann  Ordinance  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Antinarcotic 
Law  as  it  is  applied  in  Baltimore  City. 

We  hope  that  we  make  this  plain.

Your  Secretary  sincerely  regrets  that  he  is  again  prevented, 
by  illness,  from  attending  the  annual  meeting  and  trusts  that  this  cause 
fully  explains  his  absence. 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  for  the  current  year  has  been  almost 
entirely  of  the  routine  variety.  The  correspondence  and  other  duties 
have  been  given  the  necessary  attention  and  the  Proceedings  of  the  last 
annual  meeting  were  distributed  as  quickly  as  possible  after  the  meeting. 
Six  hundred  copies  were  ordered  at  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  only  about  fifty  copies  are  now  on  hand.

Gentlemen  : 

Your  Treasurer  presents  herewith  his  annual  report  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  and  regrets  to  state  that  the  showing  this  year 
is  not  quite  as  good  as  in  the  past  few  years.  We  still  have  a  good 
balance  in  bank,  but  the  members  are  not  paying  their  dues  promptly 
and  the  amount  of  dues  in  arrears  is  growing  larger  each  year.  In  1911 
the  amount  unpaid  was  $421.00,  in  1912,  $515.00,  and  1913,  $788.00. 
Bills  were  sent  to  all  of  our  394  members  on  June  1st  this  year,  but  only 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  have  responded,  this  far.  We  have  136 
members  in  arrears  for  the  current  year’s  dues,  84  members  in  arrears 
for  1912-14,  and  49  members  in  arrears  for  1911-14,  a  much  greater  num¬ 
ber  than  were  reported  last  year.

As  Secretary  of  The  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report,  covering  the  transactions  of  the 
Board  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1913,  together  with  some  recom¬ 
mendations  by  the  Board  for  the  improvement  of  its  work  and  the 
extension  of  its  usefulness  as  a  safe-guard  to  the  health  of  the  citizens 
of  the  State  ;  also  including  a  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.

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April  3,  1913;  Meeting  held  at  Maryland  University,  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  to  examine  applicants  for  the  examination.  All  members 
present.  April  3,  written  work  from  9  A.  M.  until  5  P.  M.  April  4, 
practical  work  from  9  A.  M.  to  12  M.  and  1  P.  M.  to  3  P.  M.  and  from 
3  P.  M.  to  5  P.  M.  There  were  nineteen  (19)  Assistants  and  fifty-eight 
(58)  Pharmacists  who  applied.  Special  meeting  held  at  Hotel  Rennert 
at  6  P.  M.  Adjourned  8  P.  M. 

May  6,  1913;  Meeting  held  at  the  Hotel  Emerson  to  canvass 
papers  of  April  3-4.  Members  present  :  President  Meredith,  Messrs. 
Frames,  Millard  and  Bacon.  Pharmacists,  thirty-four  (34);  Assistants, 
sixteen  (16)  were  declared  competent.  The  following  officers  were 
elected  for  the  vear  from  May,  1913,  as  follows  :

Meeting  adjourned  11  P.  M. 

The  table  shows  the  percentage  of  successful  canidates  to  be  as 
follows  :  84  2Yioo  %  of  Pharmacists  and  88  8%oo  %  of  Assistants  passed 

the  examinations  of  October  ;  58  59Aooc/c  of  Pharmacists  and  84  2%oo  W 
of  Assistants  passed  the  April  examination. 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  the  principal  function  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  is  to  determine  the  fitness  of  applicants  for  the  responsibil¬ 
ities  of  supplying  the  public  with  drugs  and  medicines,  it  has  been  our 
aim  to  give  fair  and  just  examinations,  making  them  as  practical  as 
possible. 

The  examinations  in  laboratory  manipulations  and  practical  work 
have  not  been  as  successful  in  demonstrating  the  fitness  of  the 
candidates  as  we  wished  on  account  of  the  lack  of  proper  laboratory- 
facilities. 

We  recommended  for  the  last  two  years  that  the  State  set  aside  a 
room  at  the  State  Capitol  where  the  records  of  the  Board  can  be  per¬ 
manently-  housed,  and  one  that  is  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  one 
hundred  (100)  applicants  while  taking  the  examinations.  There  has  no 
action  been  taken  in  the  matter  either  by  the  Board  or  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  The  Board  would  recommend  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  by  the  Association  to  make  a  special  effort  to 
have  this  accomplished. 

The  Board  has  been  active  in  the  prosecution  of  violators  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Cocaine  Laws.  With  an  exception,  all  were  found  guilty 
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and  were  dismissed  upon  the  payment  of  a  fine;  one  was  sent  to  jail. 
The  Board  also  closed  several  stores,  owing  to  their  being  conducted 
without  a  registered  pharmacist  in  charge. 

In  connection  with  the  criminal  prosecution  of  the  cases  under  the 
State  Pharmacy  Act,  I  desire  to  report  that  last  January  it  became 
necessary  for  us  to  prosecute  a  druggist  in  the  Northwestern  part  of  the 
city  who  allowed  his  drug  store  to  be  run  under  the  direction  of  his 
sister,  who  was  not  qualified  under  the  Act.  A  conviction  was  procured. 

In  April  last,  an  arrest  made  by  the  police  in  the  Western  District 
disclosing  a  case  of  illegal  sale  of  opium  and  cocaine  in  violation  of  the 
City  Ordinances,  which  caused  us  to  make  an  investigation  and  we  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  source  of  supply  was  through  an  unqaulified  pharmacist. 
This  case  went  before  the  Grand  Jury  and  is  now  pending  in  the  Criminal 
Court  of  Baltimore  City. 

By  far  the  most  interesting  case  arose  in  Bel  Air,  Aid. ,  after  our 
investigators  discovered  a  drug  store  owned  and  run  by  a  man  not  qual¬ 
ified  under  the  law,  against  whom  we  instituted  criminal  proceedings, 
and  in  due  course  of  time  the  man  was  arrested  and  was  brought  to  trial 
before  a  justice  of  the  Peace  in  the  said  City.  The  trial  took  on  some  of 
the  characteristics  of  that  celebrated  case  made  famous  by  Charles 
Dickens  and  known  as  Bardell  vs.  Pickwick.  Two  members  of  the 
Board,  accompanied  by  their  counsel,  visited  the  city  and  attended  the 
trial,  and  before  going  before  the  Magistrate  we  laid  our  case  in  the 
hands  of  the  State’s  Attorney  of  Harford  Count}7,  who,  appreciating  the 
seriousness  of  the  situation  from  the  standpoint  of  the  public,  took 
charge  of  the  matter  with  amazing  and  satisfactory  zeal.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  discovered  that  in  addition  to 
the  owner  of  the  drug  store  not  being  qualified  under  the  Act,  he  had  in 
his  employ  an  assistant  or  clerk  who  likewise  was  not  qualified.  The  trial 
proceeded  before  this  celebrated  Magistrate,  and  in  the  face  of  the  most 
convincing  testimony,  found  the  accused  not  guilty  to  the  great  admir¬ 
ation  of  the  local  populace,  who  thereupon  greeted  the  officers  of  the 
Board  and  their  counsel  with  jeers.  The  Board  were  charged  with  hav¬ 
ing  entered  into  a  conspiracy  with  certain  of  the  qualified  druggists  in 
Bel  Air  to  create  a  monopoly,  all  of  which  was  perfectly  absurd,  and  the 
trial  here  described,  proved  to  be  such  a  gross  miscarriage  of  justice 
that  we  determined  to  push  the  matter  without  delay.  We  thereupon 
urged  the  State’s  Attorney  to  take  the  matter  up,  and  after  a  short 
delay,  succeeded  in  having  the  accused  re-arrested  and  also  the  clerk 
arrested,  and  in  time  both  of  them  were  fined  and  in  the  case  of  the 
clerk,  imprisoned. 
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It  causes  no  particular  pleasure  to  the  Board  to  see  punishment 
meted  out,  but  if  the  law  is  placed  upon  the  statute  books  it  ought  in  all 
conscientiousness  to  be  observed,  local  prejudices  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  The  Board  and  its  counsel  considered  the  advisability 
of  bringing  the  entire  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  Govenor  with  the 
object  of  having  the  incompetent  Justice  of  the  Peace  removed,  but 
upon  reflection,  this  was  abandoned,  feeling  that  the  ultimate  conviction 
of  the  parties  in  Bel  Air  was  a  sufficient  refutation  of  the  Magistrate’s 
course  of  action. 

The  costs  of  its  prosecutions  and  securing  of  information  of 
attempts  to  practice  wdthout  its  official  sanction,  have  been  met  by  the 
Treasurer  with  funds  accumulated  from  examinations. 

To  perform  its  full  duty  to  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  guarantee 
to  them  a  high  degree  of  competency  among  its  druggists,  the  Board 
should  have  liberal  moral  and  legal  support  from  the  commonwealth. 
Only  by  this  plan,  can  the  authority  of  the  Board  be  established  and 
continued. 

Copies  of  the  laws  pertaining  to  pharmacy  in  effect  in  Maryland, 
have  been  printed,  and  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  Pharmacists  of  the 
State  upon  application  to  the  Secretary  ;  same  are  as  follows  :  Maryland 
Pharmac3r  Law,  as  amended  to  April  11,  1910;  State  Anti-Narcotic  Law; 
Poison  Law ;  and  the  Swann  Ordinance,  relating  to  sale  of  narcotics  in 
Baltimore  City. 

The  following  changes  in  the  Pharmacy  Law  are  suggested  for 
your  approval  :  « 

It  is  proposed  to  change,  alter  and  amend  Section  141  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmacy  Law  bv  striking  out  after  the  word  ‘  ‘Pharmacist’ ' 
in  line  5  the  words  “to  compound  prescriptions  or  sell  or  dispense 
poisonous  drugs  and’  ’.  Also  to  add  or  to  place  a  semi-colon  after  the  said 
word“  Pharmacist”  in  line  5  and  change  the  word  “providing”  in  line  6 
to  “provided”.  Also  to  insert  in  line  10  immediately  after  the  word 
“Pharmacist”  the  words  “who  is  and  has  been”.  Also  to  strike  out 
after  the  word  “prescriptions”  in  line  11  all  down  to  the  next  period,  so 
that,  as  proposed,  the  said  Section  will  read  as  follows  : 

No  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  pharmacy  in  this  State, 
either  as  a  principal  or  agent,  unless  such  person  shall  obtain  a 
pharmacist's  certificate,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  no  pharmacy  shall 
be  at  any  time  left  in  charge  of  any  person  who  is  not  a  certified 
pharmacist,  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  or  a  certified  assistant 
pharmacist ;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
he  shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  any  pharmacy  in  this  State  for  a  period  of 
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more  than  twenty-four  hours  and  then  acting  only  in  the  temporary 
absence  of  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  who  is  and  has  been  regularlv 
and  continuously  employed  in  that  pharmacy ;  it  shall,  however,  be 
lawful  for  physicians  and  dentists  to  dispense  their  own  prescriptions. 
An}*  person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

To  change  Section  142  as  follows 

Strike  out  the  words  “displayed  for  sale  at  retail’’  in  line  2  and 
insert  after  the  word  “sold’’  in  line  1  “or  displayed  for  sale”,  and  also 
insert  after  the  word  “compounded’’  in  line  3  the  following 

“Or  where  any  drug  simple  or  compound  of  any  description,  the 
taking  of  which  might  or  could  call  for  the  exercise  of  judgement  upon 
the  part  of  the  dealer  or  his  agent  or  servants,  or  any  store,  counter  or 
other  device  for  the  display  or  sale  of  medicines  or  drugs,  patent  or 
proprietary’  ’. 

So  as  to  make  the  Section,  when  amended,  read  as  follows 

Every  store  or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  are  sold 
or  displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physician’s  prescriptions  are 
compounded  or  where  any  drug'  simple  or  compound  of  any  description, 
the  use  of  which  might  or  could  call  for  the  exercise  of  judgement  or 
technical  knowledge  upon  the  part  of  the  dealer  or  his  agent  or  servants ; 
or  any  store,  counter  or  other  device  for  the  display  or  sale  of  medicines 
or  drugs,  patent  or  proprietary  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign,  the 
words  “Pharmacist’’,  “Pharmacy”,  ‘‘Apothecary’’,  “Drug  Store”, 
"Druggist”,  or  any  other  of  these  words  or  exhibits  the  characteristic 
show  bottles  or  globes  filled  with  colored,  liquids,  shall  be  considered  a 
pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  subtitle. 

Section  143  to  remain  as  it  now  is. 

Likewise  Section  144. 

Section  145  to  remain  as  it  now  is. 

Section  146  to  remain  as  it  now  is. 

Section  147  to  remain  as  it  now  is. 

Section  148  to  remain  as  it  now  is. 


Section  149  to  remain  as  it  now  is. 
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Section  150  to  have  the  following  phrase  added  thereto  at  the 
conclusion  thereof,  '  ‘the  said  certificate  to  be  immediately  forfeited  to 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy” .  So  that  the  same  shall  read,  when  amended, 
as  follows 

Any  certificate  obtained  by  false  representation  shall  be  void,  and 
the  offender  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
for  thirty  days  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  the  said  certificate 
to  be  immediately  forfeited  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Section  151  to  remain  as  it  now  is. 

Sections  152  and  153  to  be  eliminated  and  entirely  omitted,  and  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following  section  to  be  known  as  Section  152. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  receive  the  certificates  mentioned 
in  either  paragraph  of  section  147  of  this  Act  who  has  been  adjudged 
guilt}'  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  State  or  City  Anti- 
Narcotic  Laws  or  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  poisons,  or  against 
whom  criminal  proceedings  may  be  pending  for  violation  of  the  above 
laws. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  have 
printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
a  complete  list  of  all  Registered  Pharmacists,  as  well  at  Assistants.  We 
would  like  to  suggest  that  anyone  knowing  of  the  death  of  any  licensee 
whose  name  is  included  in  said  list  will  kindly  notify  the  Secretary.

Mr.  MEREDITH  :  Mr.  President,  Mr.  Ware  has  it  in 
his  hands  entirely^. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  next  is  the  reading  of  papers,  Mr. 
Secretary^,  any  papers  ? 

SECRETARY  :  No  others,  so  far. 

Mr.  NEAE  :  Mr.  President,  I  have  a  paper  here  which 
was  prepared  by  Dr.  Engelhardt  and  Dr.  Winters  of  the 
Analytical  Laboratory  of  Sharp  &  Dohme.  I  presume  this 
will  be  about  as  good  a  time  as  any  to  read  it.  Not  being 
able  to  be  present,  they^  asked  me  to  read  the  paper,  or  turn 
it  in,  reading  by  title,  just  as  y^ou  prefer. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  What  is  the  paper  on  ? 

Mr.  NEAE:  '  Some  Notes  on  Pepsin  and  Rennet.” 
It  is  not  a  very^  long  paper. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  move  the  gentlemen  read  it. 

Mr.  HENRY  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  carried.) 

(Paper  referred  to  read  by  Mr.  Neal.) 
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NOTES  ON  PEPSIN  AND  RENNET 

By  H.  Engelhardt  and  O.  E.  Winters 

The  U.  S.  P.  requires  that  when  0.0033  grammes  of  pepsin  is 
allowed  to  act  on  10  grammes  of  finely  divided  coagulated  egg-albumin 
suspended  in  40  c.  c.  of  0.3 ^  hydrochloric  acid  for  2^  hours  at  52°  C. 
not  more  than  1  c.  c.  of  the  albumin  should  remain  undissolved.  It  has 
been  claimed  that  the  amount  of  undissolved  albumin  depends  largely 
on  the  condition  and  especially  on  the  age  of  the  eggs,  and  that  neither 
very  fresh  nor  old  eggs  should  be  used  in  the  test. 

The  U.  vS.  P.  IX  will,  therefore,  require  that  eggs  from  5  to  10 
days  old  should  be  used  for  estimating  the  digestive  power  of  pepsin. 
It  seemed  to  us  to  be  of  interest  to  find  out  to  what  extent  the  age  of  the 
eggs  would  influence  the  determination  and  with  this  purpose  in  view  the 
following  experiments  were  made.  Various  portions  of  an  empirical 
solution  of  pepsin  containing  0.1  gramme  of  pepsin  of  approximately 
1:3000  strength  in  150  c.  c.  of  a  0.3  per  cent,  hydrochloric  acid  were 
allowed  to  act  on  10  grammes  of  albumin  under  the  conditions  given  in 
the  I'.  S.  P.  The  following  results  were  obtained

From  these  results  it  it  plainly  shown  that  the  best  results  were 
obtained  with  eggs  which  were  one  month  old,  that  a  pepsin  which* 
would  pass  the  requirements  of  the  U.  S.  P.  as  to  digestive  power,  when 
allowed  to  act  on  albumin  from  eggs  of  that  age,  had  to  be  rejected 
when  it  had  been  tried  on  the  albumin  of  fresh  eggs.  Further  the 
results  show  that  the  volume  of  the  albumin  is  in  no  proportion  to  the 
weight  of  the  dry  albumin,  which  may  be  due  to  the  varying  amount  of 
pellicles  present  in  the  undissolved  portion,  since  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  get  the  albumin  free  from  pellicles. 

The  U.  S.  P.  requires  that  not  more  than  1  c.  c.  of  albumin  should 
remain  undissolved  corresponding  to  about  10  mgms.  of  dry  egg  albumin 
in  the  case  of  eggs  from  three  to  thirteen  days  old,  and  to  about  5  mgms. 
of  dr}-  albumin  in  the  of  eggs  one  month  old.  Assuming  that  the 
coagulated  albumin  contains  87  per  cent  of  water,  10  milligrams  of  dry 
albumin  would  correspond  to  77  mgms.  and  5  mgms.  to  38.5  mgms.  of 
coagulated  albumin,  or  in  other  words,  the  I'.  S.  P.  requires  that  at  the 
least  99.23  per  cent  of  albumin  should  be  dissolved.  Such  a  require¬ 
ment  would  not  be  too  strict  if  the  assay  process  were  not  subject  to  the 
personal  equation  and  to  uncontrollable  conditions,  chiefly  to  the  nature 
of  the  albumin  employed  in  the  test. 
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We  believe  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  increase  the  amount  of 
undissolved  albumin  from  1  c.  c.  to  2  or  3  c.  c.  3  c.  c.  correspond  to 
about  35  mgs.  of  dry  egg  albumin  or  269  mgms.  of  coagulated  egg- 
albumin,  equal  to  a  pepsin  with  97.31  %  of  the  claimed  digestive  power. 

By  increasing  the  amount  of  undissolved  albumin,  a  good  deal  of 
unjust  criticism  could  be  eliminated. 

We  expect  to  continue  the  investigations  and  to  compare  the 
results  with  those  obtained  by  Solm’s  and  Jacoby’s  “ricin”  method. 

A  few  words  may  be  said  about  the  assay  of  rennet.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  the  curdling  power  of  this  ferment  depends  entirely 
upon  the  quality  of  the  milk  employed  in  the  test.  Whenever  the  milk 
contains  any  appreciable  amount  of  preservatives,  etc.,  the  curdling 
power  of  the  rennet  is  greatly  decreased.  Quite  recently  we  have 
examined  a  sample  of  essence  of  pepsin,  one  drachm  of  which  should 
curdle  a  quart  of  milk  within  a  few  minutes.  With  two  samples  of  milk 
purchased  in  nearby  grocery  stores  the  curdling  took  place  only  after  12 
and  15  minutes  standing,  and  the  same  was  the  case  when  milk  from  a 
very  reliable  dairy  was  employed, 

We  then  tried  the  essence  on  milk  which  we  knew  was  strictly 
fresh  and  the  curdling  took  place  after  3 A  minutes  standing. 

The  following  experiment  may  be  of  interest  also.  An  essence  of 
pepsin  which  at  the  time  of  manufacture,  4  years  ago,  showed  the  full 
amount  of  rennet,  did  not  produce  any  curdling  when  examined  a  few 
weeks  ago.  The  essence  was  then  diluted  with  three  times  its  amount 
of  water  and  allowed  to  stand  for  48  hours,  and  an  aliquot  part  of  the 
dilution,  corresponding  to  one  drachm  of  the  original  essence,  was  then 
allowed  to  act  on  milk.  The  curdling  of  the  latter  took  place  within  a 
few  minutes.  This  seems  to  show  that  the  alcohol,  and  maybe,  the 
pepsin  in  the  preparation  have  converted  the  rennet  into  an  inactive 
modification,  which,  however,  was  reactivated  on  allowing  it  to  stand 
with  water  for  some  time. 

PRESIDENT:  Any  further  papers?  Mr.  Hancock, 

have  you  any  papers  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  have  several  upstairs — not  my 
own,  but  we  have  another  period  for  reading-  papers.  The  two 
are  comparatively  short. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Hancock,  Mr.  Stottlemeyer  asked 
something  about  the  recommendations  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  in  regard  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
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Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  think  it  conies  under  unfinished 
business,  inasmuch  as  it  was  discussed  at  the  last  meeting  and 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  a  recommendation. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  We  were  under  that  head 
when  I  spoke  of  it,  but  you  had  not  come  in. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Taking  up  this  matter  of  affiliation 
with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  the  Executive  Committee  went  into 
session,  considered  the  discussion  that  had  occured  in  the 
Blue  Mountain  House,  and  it  is  our  sense  that  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  can  not  affiliate  with  the  N.  A.  R. 
D.  without  changing  our  constitution.  Now  that  is  not  a 
matter  that,  as  far  as  I  can  see  as  an  individual  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  will  admit  of  any  discussion.  The 
Constitution  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
admits  not  only  retail  druggists  but  wholesale  druggists, 
manufacturing  chemists  and  professors  or  teachers  in  phar¬ 
maceutical  colleges  and  others  who  are  affiliated  with  the  drug 
interests,  and,  as  you  know,  we  have  representatives  of 
miscellaneous  businesses  in  the  Association,  and  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  restricts  their  membership  absolutely 
to  retail  druggists. 

I  can  not  see  the  great  advantage  that  is  to  be  gained  for 
this  Association  by  affiliation.  Now  if  we  were  asked  to  affiliate 
with  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  under  its 
charter  we  could  readily  do  so,  because  this  Association  has 
practically  been  a  child  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  but  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  an  association  that  has 
come  into  existence  lately,  and  it  has  framed  its  constitution 
to  meet  the  requirements  and  the  immediate  needs  of  the 
retail  drug  trade,  whereas  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  broad  in  its  scope  and  included  all  people 
who  affiliate  with  drug  trades.  While  I  realize  that  it  would 
be  agreeable  to  the  National  Retail  Druggists  Association  to 
have  this  association  represented,  I  do  not  think  it  is  practical, 
I  do  not  think  it  is  constitutional,  and  on  the  other  hand,  if 
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they  do  want  representation  from  Maryland  it  is  a  perfectly 
easy  matter  for  the  Baltimore  Retail  Druggists  Association, 
which  is  an  association  i  hat  is  restricted  in  membership  to  the 
retail  drug  trade,  to  affiliate  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and 
represent  Maryland. 

Now,  personally,  I  do  believe  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is 
doing  more  immediate  good  for  the  retail  drug  trade  than  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  I  think  they  are 
in  closer  touch  with  them,  and  I  regret  that  we  can  not, 
under  our  Constitution  affiliate  with  them,  but  I  do  not  think 
that  it  would  be  practical  to  change  our  Constitution  and 
limit  the  membership  to  retail  druggists  in  the  State,  and  by 
the  same  vision  I  do  not  see  how,  without  changing  the  Con¬ 
stitution  'tfe  can  become  a  section,  or  a  Maryland  represent¬ 
ative  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Now  that  was  the  unanimous  conclusion  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  The  matter  is  open  for  discussion,  Mr.  President, 
but  I  do  not  see,  unless  you  care  to  change  the  Constitution, 
how  we  can  become  a  section  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  under 
present  conditions. 

Mr.  STOTTEEMEYER  :  Mr.  President,  do  I  under¬ 

stand  Mr.  Hancock  to  say  there  is  something  in  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  Maryland  Association  that  prohibits  us  or  some¬ 
thing  in  the  constitution  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  There  is  something  in  your  constitution 
that  prohibits  it,  also  in  the  Maryland  constitution.  I  wrote 
to  Mr.  Potts  about  a  week  ago  and  explained  to  him  that  the 
point  was  raised  last  year,  when  an  effort  was  made  to  affiliate, 
the  very  point  you  have  just  reiterated,  and  I  asked  him  to 
enlighten  me.  I  have  a  reply  from  him  this  morning  and  he 
says  that  they  have  not  adhered  as  strictly  to  the  Constitution 
on  that  subject  as  they  might.  They  require  that  the  delegates 
sent  by  a  State  association  must  be  active  retail  druggists,  but 
if  they  restricted  the  State  associations  sending  delegates  to 
the  necessity  of  being  composed  of  only  retail  druggists,  they 
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would  have  no  State  association  affiliation,  because  they  all 
have,  as  far  as  1  know,  very  much  the  same  membership  as 
the  Maryland  Association  has.  Do  you  think  we  would  be 
justified — 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  (Interrupting)  I  certainly 
do. 

Mr.  HANCOCK: — in  winking  at  that  fact,  when  it  is 
your  constitution  that  stands  in  the  way. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  But  our  constitution  has  been 
construed  purposely  to  permit  this  very  thing. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  No,  your  constitution  absolutely 
limits  the  membership  to  retail  druggists. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER :  The  constitution  of  the 
National  Retail  Druggists’  Association  has  by  that  association 
been  construed  so  as  to  permit  the  affiliation  of  State  associ¬ 
ations  by  .  sending  delegates  who  are  themselves  personally 
actively  engaged  in  the  retail  drug  business  and  represent 
associations  composed  like  this  association. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  can’t  see  how  it  is  possible  for  men 
to  read  into  a  constitution  a  condition  that  is  not  there. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  I  tell  you  there  is  a  provision 
in  the  constitution  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  which  provides  that 
from  year  to  year  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  convention  may  prescribe 
conditions  and  qualifications  for  representation  in  that  body 
from  all  associations,  and  they  have  done  that,  and  there  was 
a  resolution  passed  and  was  read  here  this  morning  in  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Potts,  at  the  Milwaukee  convention,  prescribing  the 
qualifications  and  changing  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to 
be  paid  to  only  $25  regardless  of  the  size  of  an  association, 
whereas  formerly  they  required  a  per  capita  payment  which 
would  amount  to  more  than  that.  The  constitution  reserves 
the  right  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  convention  to  prescribe  these 
qualifications  and  limitations  every  year,  and  they  do  legislate 
on  that  subject  every  year.  They  would  like  to  have  the  moral 
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support  of  the  various  State  associations;  they  have  affiliation 
with  nearly  every  State  except  Maryland.  I  have  been  attend¬ 
ing-  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  conventions,  and  I  have  heard  various 
States  called  upon,  but  not  Maryland.  The  moral  support  to 
the  N.  A.  R.  D.  in  its  fight  for  the  well  being  of  pharmacy  all 
over  the  United  States  is  largely  influenced  by  the  members  of 
the  bod}',  by  the  association  it  represents,  and  if  it  is  good  for 
other  associations  to  be  affiliated  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  why 
is  it  not  good  for  Maryland  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  appreciate  what  you  say  and  I  think 
it  is  very  much  for  the  good  of  the  National  Association  of 
Retail  Druggists  for  all  the  State  associations  to  affiliate  with 
them,  but  if  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  going  to  take  the  privilege  of 
saying  who  they  will  admit  this  year  and  who  next  year,  I 
think  we  are  still  in  the  position  I  urged  a  little  while  ago; 
if  they  can  say  we  can  be  represented  today  and  reserve  in  the 
constitution  the  privilege  of  saying  we  can  not  be  next  year, 
I  would  not  vote  next  year. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  They  never  have. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  You  say  they  do  have  that  privilege. 

Mr.  STOTTEEMEYER  :  They  do  have,  they  reserve 
that,  but  they  are  certainly  not  silly  enough  to  want  to  bar 
anybody  who  may  be  of  benefit  to  them,  now  or  any  other 
time. 

Mr.  MEREDITH  :  Mr.  President,  I  think  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists  is  all  right,  but  as  we  have  an 
association  here  composed  of  as  many  interests  as  we  do  have, 
I  do  not  think  it  is  quite  the  fair  thing  for  this  Association  to 
pay  $25  out  of  its  treasury  to  an  organization  representing 
only  one  line  of  business.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.  is  a  fine  association,  but  looking  at  it  from  the 
ethical  side,  with  members  who  are  wholesalers  or  represent 
allied  lines  of  business  as  well  as  the  retail  pharmacists  of  the 
State,  I  do  not  think  it  is  quite  the  fair  thing  to  spend  $25 
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out  of  the  treasury  to  affiliate  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  any  more 
than  it  would  be  fair  to  spend  $25  to  affiliate  with  the 
National  Wholesalers  Association  simply  because  Mr.  Muth 
and  some  others  are  members  of  that  association.  I  think  the 
ethical  side  of  the  question  will  bar  us  from  becoming  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  any  further  discussion  on 
this  subject. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  Before  the  question  is  passed 
I  would  like  some  of  the  other  gentlemen  to  ease  their  minds 
on  the  subject  and  pass  their  views.  As  far  as  the  expense 
is  concerned,  I  would  rather  pay  one  half  the  $25  myself  than 
see  Maryland  refrain  from  affiliating  with  the  National 
Association . 

Mr.  HENRY  :  As  for  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  really,  is  not  its  main  interests  those  of  the  re¬ 
tail  druggists  of  the  State?  Now,  while  I  am  a  representative 
of  a  manufacturer,  are  there  any  manufacturers,  are  there  any 
allied  interests  who  are  not  at  heart  with  the  retail  druggists 
of  the  State  of  Maryland  ?  Is  there  any  way  in  the  world  in 
which  they  would  conflict,  and  is  there  any  reason  why  any 
allied  interest  would  object  to  paying  out  $25,  and  if  the  N. 
A.  R.  D.  is  not  of  interest  to  the  associations  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  to  those  of  all  the  other  States,  this  is 
practically  at  heart  a  retail  association,  what  is  it  good  for? 

Mr.  MEREDITH  :  It  is  not  a  question  of  $25:  if  the 
amount  involved  were  only  one  cent,  the  ethical  side  of  the 
question,  to  my  mind,  would  bar  us  from  affiliation.  I  do  not 
think  our  Constitution  would  permit  it. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  agree  with  Mr.  Meredith.  It  is  not 
that  the  wholesale  pharmacist  or  manufacturer  or  any  bod}’ 
else  is  opposed  to  it,  but  it  is  a  question  of  what  you  can  do 
rightly  and  what  you  can  not  do.  Our  constitution  admits 
as  members  all  the  interests  who  are  affiliated  with  the  drug 
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business.  The  N.  A.  R.  D.  restrict  their  membership  to  one 
class.  Now  can  we — being  as  broad  as  we  are — eligibly  belong 
to  an  association,  because  that  is  what  we  do  become,  every 
member  of  the  State  Association  becomes  a  member  of  the  N. 
A.  R.  D.  as  soon  as  we  become  a  member  of  it,  can  we  eligibly 
become  members  of  the  National  Association  without  changing 
our  constitution  ?  I  do  not  think  it  is  safe  to  override  your 
constitution  in  any  body. 

Mr.  STOTTEEMEYER  :  Do  I  understand  that  your 
reasoning  is  that  every  member  of  the  Maryland  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association  would  be  a  member  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  if 
we  affiliated  on  that  basis  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Most  assuredly  so. 

Mr.  STOTTEEMEYER:  I  don’t  so  understand  it. 
We  are  a  separate  and  distinct  association,  we  are  simply 
affiliated  with  them.  We  would  not  be  members.  It  costs 
each  individual  $ 5  a  year  to  become  a  member  of  the  N.  A. 
R.  D.  Twenty-five  dollars  would  not  pay  for  the  member¬ 
ship  we  have. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Don’t  the  represented  associations 
have  a  voice  in  the  deliberations  ? 

Mr.  MIEEARD  :  How  many  delegates  does  it  allow  us  ? 
Mr.  STOTTEEMEYER  :  Two  delegates. 

Mr.  MIEEARD  :  I  do  not  think  we  would  be  members 
of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  should  we  affiliate. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  How  can  they  go  there  and  represent 
this  Association  if  we  are  not  members. 

Mr.  MIEEARD  :  I  think  it  is  just  simply  for  the 

support  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Have  not  we  always  supported  them  ? 

Mr.  MIEEARD:  I  don’t  think  so;  we  have  never 
affiliated  with  them  in  recent  years. 
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Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  Never  have  ? 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  We  may  have  done  so  many  years 

ago. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  I  hesitate  to  argue  this  question  because 
it  was  my  motion  last  year  that  started  this  discussion.  I 
really  did  it  in  good  faith,  but  I  see  you  are  trying  to  deprive 
the  members  here  of  a  valuable  good  by  the  use  of  a  technical 
term.  Mr.  Hancock  admits — I  don’t  want  to  be  personal — 
but  he  does  admit  that  the  National  Association  is  a  good 
working  institution  and  has  done  wonderful  good.  It  is  true, 
I  will  admit,  that  according  to  our  constitution,  we  are 
over  stepping  bounds  a  little,  but  why  should  we  be  the  only 
one  out  of  the  many  associations  in  the  country  with  the  same 
constitution  that  we  have,  to  allow  this  small  article  to  come 
into  play.  From  what  I  can  understand,  90  per  cent  of  the 
members  of  this  Association  are  in  the  retail  drug  business — 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  about  right. 

Mr.  KAHN  : — and  outside  of  the  retail  druggists  are  the 
professors  and  all  that  work  in  harmom^  with  the  retailers,  and 
they  want  to  do  the  right  thing  so  as  to  uplift  pharmacy  and 
see  that  we  are  kept  in  business  in  good  shape.  They  only 
give  us  a  helping  hand.  That  is  why  they  are  here.  Now 
this  Association  is  for  the  benefit  of  every  retailer,  and  I  am 
very  much  surprised  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  defeat 
this  move.  The  National  Association  has  done  wonderful 
good,  and  I,  myself,  if  it  is  a  matter  of  $25,  I  will  go  the  other 
half  with  Mr.  Stottlemeyer  simply  because  I  made  the  motion. 
I  certainly  would  like,  when  I  go  to  these  yearly  conventions, 
to  see  that  Mar>dand  has  given  a  helping  hand,  not  financially, 
but  that  she  is  standing  by.  Gentlemen,  I  hope  the  motion 
will  not  be  defeated. 

Mr.  HENRY  :  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask  if 
any  of  the  other  State  Associations  that  have  joined  with  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.  have  not,  like  the  Maryland  Association,  also 
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manufacturers  and  other  allied  interests  among  their  members. 
I  think  the  wholesalers  are  members  of  the  Virginia  Retail 
Association,  and  I  think  they  are  members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
I  am  not  sure.  I  know  that  at  one  time  they  were,  but 
withdrew  on  account  of  a  factional  fight. 

Mr.  MEREDITH :  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  am 
speaking  about  the  ethical  side  of  the  proposition.  Whether 
or  not  it  is  going  to  be  of  any  value  to  the  national  retailers 
or  the  retail  druggists  of  this  organization,  I  do  not  think  we 
can  afford  to  be  wrong  even  if  it  hurts  our  organization.  I 
think  we  are  wrong  if  we  take  the  action,  technically,  we  are 
wrong  ethically.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  if  it  were  right  I 
would  be  very  glad  to  see  the  organization  affiliated. 

Mr.  POWELL  :  Several  years  ago  this  Association  was 
a  member  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr. 
Kahn  why  the  Association  withdrew  ?  I  think  it  withdrew 
the  year  Mr.  Hynson  was  President. 

Mr.  KAHX  :  Mr.  Hynson  was  one  of  the  first  presi¬ 

dent’s  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  so  that  is  a  matter  of  how  many 
years  ? 

Mr.  POWELL  :  The  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  about  ten  years  old. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  Oh,  no- 

Mr.  POWELL  :  I  remember  that  we  took  action  in  this 
room  several  years  ago  and  Mr.  Hynson  was  sent  as  a 
delegate  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  I  think  it  was  that  year  he 
was  made  President  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. — I  mean  the  following 
year  after  he  was  sent  as  a  delegate  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  KAHX  :  Mr.  Hynson  was  the  first  President  of  the 
N.  A.  R.  D. 

Mr.  KAHX  :  A  matter  of  fourteen  years  ago. 

Mr.  POWELL  :  I  can’t  recall  all  the  action  that  was 

taken  here,  but  I  know  we  were  affiliated  with  the  X.  A.  R.  D.

and  Mr.  Hynson  was  our  regularly  elected  delegate  to  the 
Association. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  If  we  were  affiliated  at  that  time  surely 
we  were  working  under  the  same  constitution  then  as  now. 

Mr.  POWELL  :  That  is  the  point  I  wish  to  bring  up, 
but  I  think  there  was  some  action  taken  at  the  meeting  of  the 
X.  A.  R.  D.  that  caused  Mr.  Hynson  to  withdraw  and  caused 
our  Association  to  withdraw. 

Mr.  KAHX  :  I  do  know  this  :  that  Mr.  Hynson  was 
the  first  president  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  and  he  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  did  not  agree  and  Mr.  Hynson  withdrew,  or  at  least 
wanted  to  withdraw  from  the  presidency  and  was  asked  to 
hold  off. 

Mr.  POWELL  :  Was  it  the  fault  of  the  constitution  of 
our  Association  or  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D.? 

Mr.  KAHX  :  It  was  not  a  question  of  the  constitution 
at  all,  but  some  other  matter. 

Mr.  HAXCOCK  :  I  am  sorry  that  some  people  seem  to 
look  on  this  as  a  personal  matter ;  from  my  standpoint,  I 
assure  y^ou  it  is  not.  I  would  like  to  see  the  Association 
affiliated.  You  have  the  opportunity  now  of  doing  right  or 
wrong  under  the  constitution.  To  my  mind  if  you  affiliate 
with  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  your  constitution  is  not  worth  a  rap. 
Xow  are  we  a  Maryland  Association  or  a  section  of  the  X.  A. 
R.  D.,  and  I  say  that  merely  from  a  point  of  distinction.  The 
constitution  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  and 
the  constitution  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  are  at  variance,  and  you  can 
not  under  our  constitution  become  a  section  of  the  X.  A.  R. 
D.  It  is  not  a  question  of  feasibility  ;  it  is  not  a  question  of 
whether  you  will  do  either  one  good  ;  it  is  a  question  of  right 
or  wrong.  You  can  do  a  great  many  things  by  vote,  but  that 
does  not  make  it  right.  It  is  not  a  question  of  whether 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  membership  of  this  Association  are 
retail  druggists  or  not,  the  whole  question  is,  with  our  consti- 
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tution,  can  we  become  members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  that 
is  what  we  do  virtually  become  when  we  affiliate  with  them. 

Mr.  MEREDITH  :  Is  the  question  before  the  house  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  No  motion  has  been  made.  The  Chair 
is  ready  for  the  motion. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  Then  I  make  the  motion  that  this  Associ¬ 
ation  affiliate  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  as  an  association. 

Mr.  STOTTREMEYER  :  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  Gentlemen,  I  feel  this  way  about 
the  proposition  of  affiliation  or  delegation  in  the  N.  A.  R.  D., 
that  the  prime  and  important  thing  to  be  decided  is  whether 
or  not  the  affiliation  of  this  Association  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
will  benefit  this  Association  and  its  members  who  are  retail 
druggists.  That,  I  think,  is  the  thing  that  is  of  vital  interest 
to  us.  Now,  there  is  another  point  that  must  be  cleared  up, 
and  that  is,  does  the  Constitution  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  admit  of 
this  Association,  composed  of  a  membership  such  as  it  is 
composed  of,  being  represented  at  its  meetings  ?  Personally  I 
fail  to  find,  or  fail  to  have  been  informed  by  any  of  the  dis¬ 
cussion  that  we  have  had  here  today,  or  from  my  knowledge 
of  the  constitution  of  the  Association,  that  there  is  anything 
in  our  constitution  that  prohibits  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  from  sending  delegates  to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  The 
gentlemen  here  today  who  are  acquainted  with  the  matters  of 
the  N.  A.  R.  D.  say  that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  will  accept  from 
this  Association,  delegates.  Therefore  if  they  have  that  over 
the  secretary’s  signature,  that  settles  that  question,  and  that 
leaves  simply  the  two  questions  with  us  to  be  settled  in  making 
our  decision  the  most  important  as  to  whether  or  not  we  think 
it  is  to  the  benefit  of  this  Association,  its  membership  of  retail 
druggists — and  you  must  remember  this  is  an  association  of 
retail  druggists,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  druggists,  no 
matter  what  the  membership  is  composed  of,  it  matters  not 
how  many  wholesalers,  or  manufacturers,  or  representatives 
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of  those  houses,  are  members  of  this  Association,  the  object 
of  this  Association  is  to  benefit  retail  druggists  (applause). 
Now  then,  if  that  is  the  case,  we  then  must  consider  the 
question  from  the  viewpoint  of  use  or  benefit  to  the  retail 
druggists,  and  if  the  members  who  are  not  retail  druggists 
have  seen  fit  to  become  associated  here,  they  certainly  are 
associating  with  this  Association  for  the  benefit  of  this  Associ¬ 
ation  and  its  members,  therefore  they  must  be  103ml  to  this 
Association,  no  matter  what  this  Association  decides  to  do.  If 
this  Association  honestly  believes,  and  so  indicates  by  its 
vote,  that  it  is  the  right  thing  to  do  for  the  benefit  of  retail 
druggists,  then  these  gentlemen  who  are  members  of  this 
Association,  not  strictly  speaking,  retail  druggists,  must  go 
along  with  us. 

Now  whether  or  not  our  constitution  prohibits  it  I  can 
not  say,  I  do  not  know  positively,  but  I  have  yet  failed  to  hear 
anything  that  has  brought  out  the  point  that  under  our  con¬ 
stitution  we  can  not  be  represented  by  delegates  in  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.,  but  in  my  opinion  if  the  National  Association 
has  ever  been  of  any  good  at  all,  if  it  has  ever  accomplished 
any  good  purpose,  why  then  it  is  of  some  benefit  to  the  retail 
druggists  of  Maryland,  and  therefore  the  retail  druggists  of 
Maryland  should  encourage  the  activities  of  that  association. 
We  have  removed  the  one  point  as  to  whether  the  constitution 
of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  admits  of  a  representation,  and  that  is  out 
of  the  way. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  For  them  but  not  for  us. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  For  us  too,  because  it  is  up  to 

them  to  construe  their  constitution  and  not  up  to  us.  '  It  is  our 
business  to  construe  our  own  constitution,  and  if  it  is  pro¬ 
hibited,  then  we  can  not  go  in  without  violating  the  consti¬ 
tution.  On  the  other  hand,  if  we  are  not  convinced  it  will 
benefit  us,  yet  we  must  not  be  entirely  selfish  tn  the  matter  ; 
if  it  benefits  the  retail  drug  business  of  the  country  we  ought 
to  give  that  consideration.

These  are  the  points  to  be  taken  up  in  voting-  and  passing 
on  this  motion.  (Applause). 

Mr.  POWELL  :  There  is  no  doubt  about  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
being  a  benefit  to  the  retail  druggists,  but  before  we  can 
accord  with  Mr.  Kahn’s  resolution  we  will  have  to  construe 
our  constitutional  limitation,  and  therefore  I  would  suggest 
that  Mr.  Kahn  change  his  recommendation,  and  that  a  com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  to  look  into  our  constitutional  limitation, 
if  we  have  any,  and  then  take  this  matter  up  at  our  next 
session. 

Mr.  HENKEL  :  I  second  the  motion. 

Mr.  POWELL  :  That  is  a  suggestion  to  Mr.  Kahn.  I 
think  that  will  bring  it  in  a  proper  business  way  before  the 
Association . ' 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  Is  the  examination  of  our 
constitution  such  a  weighty  matter  that  it  could  not  be  settled 
in  a  little  while?  Just  look  at  it  and  see  what  it  says.  Can’t 
we  all  understand  it  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Apparently  not.  It  sa\^s  here : 
“Eligibility.  Active  members.  Pharmacists,  chemists, 
wholesale  or  manufacturing  druggists  of  good  moral  and  pro¬ 
fessional  standing,  and  their  representatives,  teachers  of 
botany,  materia  medica  or  any  other  science  pertaining  to 
Pharmacy,  are  eligible  to  active  membership  and  shall  pay  the 
annual  dues."  I  agree  with  you  entirely.  I  don’t  think  lots 
of  people  can  understand  the  constitution  as  written. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  Do  I  understand  you  think  . 
there  is  anything  in  that  to  prohibit  it  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  most  assuredly  do. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Then,  Mr.  Hancock,  make  the 
point  perfectly  clear  by  explaining  it. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  There  is  no  explanation  necessary — 
the  constitution  of  our  Association  admits  this  membership  ; 
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the  constitution  of  the  Retail  Druggists’  Association  admits 
only  retail  druggists. 

Mr.  KAHX  :  That  has  been  changed. 

Mr.  Hx\XCOCK  :  I  think  it  is  perfectly  proper  for  the 
Xational  Retail  Druggists’  Association  to  affiliate  with  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  but  I  contend  we  can 
not  affiliate  with  them.  The  less  may  be  absorbed  in  the 
greater  in  the  sense  of  its  constitutional  scope,  but  we  can 
not,  having  the  greater  latitude  in  our  Association,  become 
members  of  the  X.  A.  R.  D.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  feasibility, 
the  question  is,  as  Mr.  Meredith  expressed  it  awhile  ago,  a 
question  of  right  and  wrong,  and  any  body  of  men  are  tread¬ 
ing  on  dangerous  ground  when  they  disregard  the  limits  of  a 
constitution. 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  I  believe,  candidly,  that  every  pharma¬ 
ceutical  association  in  the  United  States,  and  we  all  know  they 
are  for  the  benefit  of  the  retailers,  has  the  same  kind  of  mem¬ 
bership  as  we  have,  and  we  are  the  only  association  outside 
the  fold,  if  the  others  can  affiliate  with  them,  why  not 
Maryland  ? 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  would  like  to  say  I  am  in  the  dark 
myself  ;  possibly  I  do  not  understand  that  constitution  and 
by-laws,  the  affiliation  of  this  Association  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  every  member  of  this  Association  becomes  a 
member  of  the  Xational  Association,  nor  is  he  eligible  as  a 
member  of  the  Xational  Association,  he  must  be  a  retail 
pharmacist  before  he  is,  and  this  affiliation  does  not  mean  it 
carries  over  this  Association  in  toto. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Do  you  realize  what  this  affiliation 
means?  It  means  representation  for  the  whole  body.  If  you 
do  send  one  or  two  delegates  you  represent  the  whole  body. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  The-  body  of  the  State  association. 
Well,  we  would  not  say  anything  that  would  interfere  with 
the  work  of  the  State  Association  or  do  anything  to  prove  an 
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injury  to  the  State  Association.  Every  pharmacist  in  this 
broad  land  realizes  what  the  National  Association  is  doing  for 
the  retailer.  I  regard  its  work  as  the  same  as  that  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  which  is  working  for  the 
different  medical  associations.  It  is  necessary  to  have  an 
affiliation  from  the  State  Association — I  would  like  to  ask  this 
question — in  order  to  be  represented  in  the  National  Associ¬ 
ation  ? 

Mr.  STOTTEEMEYER  :  The  annual  convention  of  the 
National  Association  is  a  delegated  body  composed  of  dele¬ 
gates  from  state  and  local  associations.  A  man  may  pay  his 
dues  and  be  a  dues  paid  member  in  the  National  Association, 
and  can  not  vote  in  that  convention.  I  have  been  going  to 
them  year  after  year,  I  pay  dues  every  3^ear  and  have  been  a 
member  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  from  the  beginning.  By  the 
courtesy  of  the  Chair  I  have  been  given  the  privilege  of  the 
floor  but  can  not  make  a  motion  or  vote.  I  go  to  represent 
nobody  but  Stottlemeyer.  If  he  goes  as  a  delegate  he  repre¬ 
sents  the  Association  that  sends  him.  I  have  not  an  equal 
footing  with  the  delegates. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  think  Mr.  Stottlemeyer  has 

answered  himself. 

Mr.  MEREDITH  :  I  take  it  that  any  action  the  dele¬ 

gates  from  Maryland  would  take  binds  the  entire  body  to  that 
action,  and  if  they  should  happen  to  take  an  action  antagonistic 
to  our  wholesale  members,  that  binds  the  Association  against 
some  of  its  own  members.  If  that  is  the  case  our  State 
Association  is  taking  action  against  part  of  our  own  member¬ 
ship.  I  do  not  think  we  can  afford  to  do  it.  It  is  an  ethical 
proposition  and  we  can  not  afford  to  be  wrong.  It  is  not 
going  to  hurt  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  a  bit,  and  I  am  going  to  vote 
against  it.  I  am  heartily  in  sympathy  with  them,  but  vote 
against  this  proposition. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  can  only  reiterate  what  Mr.  Mere- 
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dith  has  said.  It  would  give  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to 
vote  for  affiliation,  but  I  think  you  are  transgressing  \'our 
constitution.  It  is  not  a  question  of  what  you  want  to  do. 
but  what  you  can  do  and  rightly  do. 

Mr.  KAHX  :  I  don’t  want  to  get  up  too  often,  but  I  can 
not  see,  I  am  no  lawyer,  where  there  is  any  objection  in  our 
constitution,  if  we  would  want  to  affiliate.  The  point  Mr. 
Meredith  made  is  a  very  good  point,  but  so  far  as  our  consti¬ 
tution  not  allowing  us  to  affiliate,  I  can  not  see  it.  It  de¬ 
scribes  there  whom  we  can  accept  as  a  member.  We  can  not 
accept  a  shoemaker  or  a  tailor,  he  must  be  connected  with 
the  drug  business,  and  that  is  as  far  as  our  constitution  goes. 
As  far  as  affiliation  goes,  I  do  not  see  any  objection.  Other 
states  do  it  and  I  am  sure  they  have  weighed  it  carefully,  and 
the  Xational  Association  changed  their  constitution  last  year 
just  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  HAXCOCK  :  What  is  the  change,  that  is  what  we 
want  to  know  ? 

Mr.  KAHX :  That  it  will  admit  for  affiliation  any 
association,  whether  retail,  wholesale,  or  in  any  way  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  drug  business. 

Mr.  HAXCOCK  :  Is  membership  in  your  association 
for  anybody  except  retail  druggists  ? 

Mr.  KAHX  :  Actual  membership,  no,  sir. 

Mr.  WIKLIAMSON :  Does  that  actual  membership 
have  a  vote?  You  said  the  actual  membership  is  confined  to 
retail  druggists  ;  do  they  have  a  vote  ? 

Mr.  KAHX  :  The  members  send  the  delegate,  one  for 
every  twelve  members,  dues  paying  members,  in  each  State, 
each  association.  Now  when  it  comes  to  the  affiliation  in  the 
sessions,  some  States  had  a  very  large  number,  the  more  they 
paid,  the  more  power  they  had.  They  have  done  away  with 
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that  now,  each  State  only  has  two.  Illinois  pays  a  good  deal 
but  only  has  two  votes  on  the  floor. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Pennsylvania,  New  York  ? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  Yes,  Texas,  California  and  Georgia. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Every  one  except  Maryland  ? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  One  other  question,  Mr.  Kahn. 
There  are  forty-five,  more  or  less,  states  in  the  union.  Do  I 
understand  that  there  can  only  be  90 — say  there  are  45  states— 
there  are  only  90  votes  at  the  meetings  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  No,  there  is  one  for  every  12  dues  paid 

members. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  In  addition  to  the  two  that  are 

admissible  from  the  organization  of  the  State  ? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  The  organization  is  represented 
by  two  votes,  no  matter  what  its  size  may  be  ? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  That  is  all. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  Now,  if  you  happen  to  be  an 

independent  member  then  you  have  a  vote  ? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  No,  sir,  twelve  do. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  If  there  are  12  from  Maryland, 
scattered  all  over  the  State  of  Maryland,  then  those  12  have  a 
right  to  one  delegate  who  has  a  vote  ? 

Mr.  KAHN:  Yes. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  Those  twelve  men  do  not  have  to 
be  members  of  the  association  that  has  two  delegates  ?  Suppose 
you  did  not  belong  to  this  Association,  you  and  eleven  other 
men  not  in  this  Association  could  join  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  No. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  You  would  have  to  be  a  member 
of  this  association. 
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Mr.  KAHN  :  Pardon  me,  I  did  not  quite  get  that. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  want  to  know  if  men  not  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  affiliated  associations  can  have  a  representation 
without  joining  the  affiliated  association. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  Undoubtedly. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  They  can  ?  So  that  a  state  may 
have  more  than  two  votes  and  they  may  come  out  of  other 
places  than  the  association  ? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  If  they  are  dues  paid  members. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  That  is  what  makes  a  member, 
paying  dues.  I  was  trying  to  get  at  the  representation,  the 
voting  power  of  the  association,  that  is  all. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  What  you  need  is  not  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  but  a  local  Maryland  chapter  for 
the  N.  A.  R.  D.  Then  you  would  be  perfectly  constitutional 
in  every  way. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  We  have  that  also,  Mr.  Hancock. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  This  is  in  addition;  every  State  associ¬ 
ation  is  asked  to  join. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  It  is  not  only  a  question  of  whether 
they  will  admit  us,  it  is  whether  we  can  conscientiously  go 
in,  and  if  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  of  so  much  moment  to  the  retail 
druggiststs,  then  why  not  have  an  association  in  Maryland  ? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  We  have  one. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Mr.  Stottlemeyer  says  you  have  no 
vote  ;  haven’t  you  twelve  members? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  We  haven’t  a  vote,  no  individual  member 
has  a  vote.  Mr.  Stottlemeyer  can  take  twelve  members  out 
of  his  county  and  send  a  delegate. 

Mr.  STOTTLEMEYER  :  We  have  to  have  a  local 
association. 
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Mr.  HANCOCK  :  That  muddles  me  all  the  more.  If 

your  charter  admits  a  provision  for  local  organizations,  why 
do  you  want  the  Maryland  Association  ? 

Mr.  KAHN  :  They  want  all  the  strength  they  can  get. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  That  is  all  for  you  and  nothing 

for  us. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  I  don’t  know  ;  you  will  admit  the  associa¬ 
tion  has  been  a  benefit  to  all. 

Mr.  Hx\NCOCK  :  Certainly,  as  an  association,  but  I  do 
not  admit  we  are  entitled  to  affiliation . 

Mr.  KAHN  :  You  are  according  to  their  constitution. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  am  speaking  about  our  constitution. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  I  don’t  see  anything  in  our  constitution 
that  would  prohibit  it. 

Mr.  MEREDITH  :  The  constitution  does  not  say  in  so 
many  words  we  can  not  affiliate  except  between  the  lines. 
The  regulation  says  w~e  will  take  wholesalers  or  manufacturers 
or  representatives  of  those  houses  ;  it  says  between  the  lines 
that  we  are  other  than  a  retail  organization,  and  if  we  send 
delegates  to  your  organization,  composed  entirely  of  retail 
druggists,  we  are  sending  delegates  there  whom  you  say  must 
be  members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  those  gentlemen  are 
supposed  to  bind  all  these  other  gentlemen  in  our  association, 
the  wholesalers  and  manufacturers  and  their  representatives, 
and,  between  the  lines,  we  have  taken  an  action  that  is  not 
sanctioned  by  our  constitution.  While  there  is  nothing  in 
that  to  say  specifically  we  could  not  affiliate,  yet  I  think  there 
are  plenty^of  reasons  why  we  could  not,  and  when  you  have 
such  an  easy  remedy  as  to  have  your  own  local  bodies  I  don’t 
see  why  we  should  take  a  wrong  action  when  it  only  gives  you 
as  many  as  96  added  votes  throughout  the  United  States.  I 
don’t  think  we  can  afford  to  go  wrong.  I  think  we  had  better 
be  right,  especially  when  there  is  such  an  easy  way  of  getting 
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out  of  it  by  a  local  body  with  a  constitution  which  will  measure 
up  with  your  National  Association.  I  think  between  the  lines 
our  constitution  reads  very  plainly,  that  we  can  not  affiliate 
and  bind  our  wholesalers  and  manufacturers  to  any  action  our 
retail  men  might  take  and  be  right. 

Mr.  STOTTL,EMEYER  :  From  what  Mr.  Meredith  says 
he  evidently  has  an  organization  in  mind  with  mixed  purposes 
and  objects.  A  great  many  of  us  thought  this  was  a  retail 
drug  association  for  the  benefit  of  retail  druggists,  but  if  there 
is  danger  in  affiliating  with  another  retail  drug  association  and 
having  some  members  out  of  it  and  possibly  war,  then  it  is 
because  this  Association  has  mixed  interests  and  objects.  If 
this  Association  as  an  association,  votes  not  to  affiliate,  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.  certainly  don’t  want  them.  That’s  all. 

Mr.  MEREDITH  :  The  N.  A.  R.  D.  would  not  want 
us  anyhow  if  we  came  in  now,  a  right  thinking  organization 
would  not  want  us. 

PRESIDENT  :  Gentlemen,  any  further  discussion? 

(Call  for  the  question.) 

Mr.  E.  B.  HENKEL  :  Before  this  motion  is  put,  as  a 
member  of  an  allied  profession  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  in 
oppostion  to  this  motion.  I  feel,  like  Mr.  Meredith,  that  it 
is  better  to  be  right  once  than  to  be  wrong,  and  I  do  not  think 
thas  the  constitution  that  we  have  will  permit  this  association 
to  ally  itself  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  especially  when  we  take 
in  our  association  pharmacists,  chemists,  all  allied  professions, 
and  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  purely  a  mercantile  organization.  It 
is  not  uplifting  the  profession  in  any  way.  I  think  we  ought 
to  seek  higher  ideals  than  purely  business  objects.  We  want 
to  make  this  a  scientific  body  as  well  as  a  business  body.  I 
think  we  are  taking  a  step  in  the  wrong  direction  if  we  join 
the  National  Association.  I  certainly  hope  the  members  will 
think  well  before  they  proceed 
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PRESIDENT  :  Are  you  ready  for  the  question  ? 

Mr..  KAHN  :  One  more  word  and  then  I  will  stop,  but 
I  certainly  must  answer  the  previous  speaker  when  he  claims 
that  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  more  of  a  mercenary  association,  and 
is  not  uplifting  pharmacy.  If  you  will  attend  the  meetings 
or  read  what  is  being  done  from  year  to  year,  you  will  see 
that  the  main  object  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  to  uplift  pharmacy, 
their  main  voting  power  is  for  the  betterment  of  the  pharmacy 
laws,  and  the  colleges,  they  want  to  uplift  them  and  make 
them  of  a  higher  grade,  no  one  can  deny  that ;  one  of  their 
purposes  is  to  benefit  the  retailer,  I  will  admit,  but  the  main 
object  is  for  a  higher  profession. 

PRESIDENT  :  Gentlemen,  are  you  ready  for  the 

question  ? 

(Cries  of  question.) 

PRESIDENT  :  Gentlemen,  you  have  all  heard  the 
motion  as  put  by  Mr.  Kahn  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Stottle- 
meyer,  that  this  Association  will  affiliate  with  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
All  in  favor — 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to 
say  just  one  word  before  you  take  this  vote.  I  feel  that  there 
is  a  very  great  diversity  of  opinion  among  our  active  members 
as  to  the  right  or  wrong  or  proper  thing  to  do  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  I  would  hate  to  see  this  Association  voted 
into  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  with  that  strong  objection  existing  on 
the  part  of  some  of  our  people  at  so  small  a  meeting  of  this 
Association,  as  it  would  not  probably  voice  the  sentiment  of 
the  real  Association.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  thing  is  a 
good  thing  I  would  hate  to  see  it  voted  down  at  so  small  a 
meeting.  In  that  case  it  would  not  be  representing  the  entire 
sentiment.  I  move  the  motion  be  laid  on  the  table. 


Mr.  MORGAN  :  I  second  the  motion. 
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Mr.  KAHN  :  The  only  question  I  would  like  to  ask  is 
how  long  it  will  be  laid  on  the  table  ? 

Mr.  MORGAN  :  It  takes  a  vote  to  get  it  off. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Chair  is  ready  to  entertain  a  motion 
to  adjourn. 

(Adjourned  at  3:25  p.  m.) 


Third  Session 


Thursday,  June  26,  1913. 

(The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Schindel 
at  10:15  o’clock  a.  m.) 

PRESIDENT  :  In  calling  this  meeting  to  order  I  find 
we  have  with  us  a  delegate  from  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists’  Association.  Mr.  Robinson. 

Mr.  ROBINSON  :  Mr.  Chairman,  I  thank  you  for  the 
courtesy  extended  in  allowing  me  to  address  your  meeting  at 
this  time,  and  apologize  for  not  being  present  at  the  proper 
time  for  yesterday’s  session.  I  had  planned  to  be  here  at  that 
time,  but  conditions  that  I  could  not  control  prevented.  I 
promise  you  now  not  to  take  much  of  your  valuable  time  at 
this  morning’s  session. 

I  am  here  as  a  representative  of  the  Wholesale  Druggists’ 
Association  to  extend  for  the  President  and  the  Association 
our  fraternal  greetings,  and  to  wish  for  you  a  pleasant  and 
profitable  meeting.  I  also  want  to  express  the  same  wishes 
personally,  and  as  I  look  over  this  gathering  the  thought 
occurs  to  me,  what  a  power  for  good,  both  socially  and  in  a 
business  way,  an  association  of  this  kind  could  be  if  we  could 
get,  or  if  you  could  get,  the  entire  number  of  druggists,  or  at 
least  a  representative  from  every  druggist  in  the  State  as 
members.  For  years  I  had  a  personal  view  or  opinion  about 
associations.  I  had  what  most  people  call  a  hazy*  idea  that 
we  had  better  attend  to  our  own  affairs  and  stay  home  and 
mind  our  own  business,  but  I  have  learned  of  late  years  that 
what  we  might  call  the  rubbing  together  of  arms,  the  coming 
close  together,  is  a  great  benefit  to  a  man.  and,  I  believe. 
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to  his  business.  I  had  this  demonstrated  some  time  ago.  I 
had  to  meet  a  number  of  gentlemen  in  another  line  and  talk 
over  some  matters,  and  when  I  was  introduced  by  one  of  the 
older  men  in  that  line  he  said  to  me  something  like  this  : 

Robinson,  we  have  been  talking  this  matter  over,  we  have 
begun  on  it.  and  before  we  go  any  further  I  want  to  sa}^  that 
we  found  the  imaginary  horns  that  the  other  fellow  was  wear¬ 
ing  are  very  much  shorter,  in  fact  we  found  names  instead  of 
horns.  ”  So  I  think  that  by  coming  together  occasionally  and 
knowing  each  other  better  that  you  will  find  that  some  one 
around  the  corner  or  up  the  street  is  a  great  deal  better  than 
you  imagine  him. 

I  want  to  extend  best  wishes,  not  only  for  a  successful 
meeting  here,  but  for  the  growth  of  the  Association,  as  I 
believe  it  means  better  things,  better  business,  better  under¬ 
standing,  better  men  and  better  ideals. 

I  thank  you  again  for  your  courtesy,  and  I  thank  3^ou  for 
the  very  cordial  reception  that  I  have  received  from  you  men 
since  I  landed  here  last  night.  (  Applause.) 

PRESIDENT :  I  will  ask  Mr.  Thomas  to  return  the 
greetings  of  the  National  Association  of  Wholesale  Druggists. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President  and  fellow  members  of 
the  Mar^dand  Pharmaceutical  Association  :  We  certainly  are 
very  glad  indeed  to  have  these  kind  words  from  the  Wholesale 
organization.  I  agree  with  Mr.  Robinson  that  we  can  not 
live,  any  organization  can  not  live,  by  itself,  that  if  we  affili¬ 
ate  with  each  other  more  and  attend  these  meetings  that  we 
become  broader  in  our  ideas,  that  we  alwa3Ts  learn  something. 
The  associations  are  tending  toward  one  end  :  one  is  the 
jobber  or  wholesaler,  the  other  the  retailer,  each  is  essential 
to  the  other.  Surety  the  retail  pharmacist  can  not  get  along 
well  without  the  wholesaler,  and  the  kindest  feelings  should 
exist  between  the  two.  We  are  glad  to  welcome  am~  associ¬ 
ation  or  any  drug  organization  at  these  meetings.  This 
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association  has  done  a  great  deal  for  pharmacy,  it  takes  in  not 
only  the  city  of  Baltimore,  but  the  whole  State  as  well.  At 
these  meetings,  as  Mr.  Robinson  has  said,  we  meet  each  other, 
and  while  we  sometimes  have  our  prejudices  that  the  other 
fellow  is  not  as  good  as  we  are  and  that  we  know  it  all,  when 
we  meet  him  and  we  are  open  to  conviction,  we  find  that  we 
are  wrong  and  he  is  right.

PRESIDENT :  I  will  now  ask  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Legislation. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 

Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  etc.  (Reading  report 
as  follows): 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the 

Mar\dand  Pharmaceutical  Association, 

As  this  has  been  an  off  year,  as  far  as  State  legislation  is  concerned, 
j^our  committee  has  had  less  to  do  than  had  it  been  otherwise,  had  our 
legislature  been  in  session.  However,  the  committee  watched  all  laws, 
pertaining  to  pharmacy,  that  have  been  presented  by  our  City  Council, 
and  has  worked  in  harmony  with  the  Special  Committee  (appointed  by 
this  Association) ,  to  see  that  the  Swann  ordinance  was  not  affected  by 
the  last  antinarcotic  law  that  was  passed  by  our  legislature  of  1912, 
known  as  the  Zihlman  act. 
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Your  committee  cannot  urge  too  Strongly  upon  every  Pharmacist 
of  the  vState  to  connect  himself  with  this  Association,  for  only'  by  such 
alliance  can  we  present  a  solid  front  to  legislative  enemies  who  often 
select  Pharmacy  as  their  object  of  legislation,  which  upon  investigation, 
proves  not  only  unjust  or  vicious  but  also  of  no  good  or  benefit  to  the 
public.  If  one  and  all  enroll  themselves  as  members  of  this  Association 
and  become  active  and  energetic  workers,  we  surely  can  expect  better 
commercial  conditions  and  obtain  better  legislation,  which  means 
protection  to  the  Pharmacist  in  his  legitimate  calling. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  have  all  heard  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Legislation  :  what  shall  we  do  with  it  ? 

Mr.  MORGAN  :  Move  it  be  accepted. 

Mr.  FOUCH  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  carried.) 

PRESIDENT  :  I  will  now  ask  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Trade  Interests.  That  committee  is  composed 
of  Doctor  Dohme,  Mr.  Millard,  Mr.  Rudy,  Mr.  Williamson, 
Mr.  Kahn. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  Mr.  President  and  fellow  members, 
Doctor  Dohme  for  some  reason  is  unable  to  be  here  and  has 
handed  this  report  to  me  to  be  read.  (Reading  report.) 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRADE  INTERESTS  COMMITTEE. 

Three  things  seem  to  be  prominent  at  this  time  in  Trade 
Interests 

1  Price  Cutting  which  is  quite  pronounced. 

2  Commercializing  tendency  of  the  retail  drug  trade. 

3  Prosecution  of  druggists  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

The  first  does  not  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  seem  to  be 
controllable  by  this  committee  or  association  but  must  be  controlled  by 
those  concerned  themselves.  Efforts  have  been  made  in  this  direction, 
but  so  far  without  any  apparent  result,  as  prices  are  quite  low.  The 
tendency  of  trade  still  seems  to  be  to  sacrifice  profits  upon  certain  big- 
sellers  as  an  advertisement  to  draw  people  to  stores,  and  as  long  as  this 
exists  prices  will  probably  not  advance  much,  as  each  store  is  likely  to 
adopt  a  different  leader  and  all  competitors  then  meet  the  cut,  with  the 
result  of  a  net  loss  on  all  the  cut  products  to  all.  Cutting  prices  is  not 
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sound]business  and  rather  shows  lack  of  other  normal  business  methods 
to  induce  trade.  The  only  apparent  advantage  to  the  cut  rate  specialist 
is  the  extent  of  his  bank  account  and  his  greater  buying  ability.  If  he 
has  more  capital  and  can  stand  loss  longer  and  better,  he  may  hold  out 
longer  and  eventually  destroy  the  smaller  dealer  who  does  not  possess 
these  advantages.  It  is  not  a  fair  method  of  doing  business  and  it  is 
gradually  driving  the  small  but  well  trained  pharmacist  out  of  business 
and  replacing  him  by  the  large  department  drug  store,  in  which 
salesmanship  and  not  pharmaceutical  skill  is  the  main  asset. 

The  second  item  of  commercializing  pharmacy  is  a  real  menace 
to  pharmacy,  for  it  is  making  the  drug  stores  talked  about  as  city 
.  department  stores  where  you  can  shop  at  a  bargain  for  household  articles 
These  stores  advertise  umbrellas,  Dutch  Cleanser,  Shaving  Requisites, 
Cigars,  Cutlery,  etc.,  at  cost,  and  when  the}-  thereby  get  people  into  the 
store  try  to  sell  them  their  own  specialties  which  the  store  manufactures, 
and  failing  that,  try  to  induce  them  to  substitute  their  specialties  for  the 
article  the  customer  wants  and  which  the  manufacturer  thereof  has 
spent  money  to  create  the  demand  for.  This  commercializing  tendency 
lessens  the  dignity  of  the  store  and  of  the  profession,  and  it  is  fast 
relegating  trained  pharmacists  and  prescriptionists  to  the  background. 
It  is  being  developed  largely  by  the  chain  of  stores  developments  which 
are  making  inroads  upon  the  realm  of  legitimate  pharmacy.  A  clerk 
who  can  sell  more  of  the  house’s  goods  or  return  more  sales  on  side 
lines  is  worth  more  and  gets  more  pay  than  the  best  trained  and  most 
skilled  pharmacist.  When  pharmacies  on  which  depend  the  life  or 
death  of  the  patient  are  classed  with  department  stores,  what  becomes 
of  the  confidence  of  the  physician  and  the  patient  in  said  stores  ? 

The  prosecution  of  the  pharmacist  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  is 
an  important  and  serious  question,  because  the  pharmacist  never  knows 
when  and  where  the  lightning  is  going  to  strike  and  has  no  means  of 
protecting  himself.  He  makes  his  preparations  himself  with  the  best 
materials  he  can  purchase  guaranteed  by  a  reputable  manufacturer,  and 
and  yet  the  Boards’  chemists  may  find  they  are  short  or  above  strength, 
at  any  rate  not  within  a  percentage  of  variation  agreed  upon  by  the 
Board.  To  the  credit  of  our  State  Board  of  Health  be  it  said  they  have 
been  reasonable  and  fair  and  given  the  pharmacist  a  square  deal  so  that 
their  control  of  his  products  has  been  a  control  and  not  a  persecution . 
The  purpose  of  the  law  is  not  to  prosecute  but  to  educate  the  people  to 
do  the  right  thing,  and  if  our  Board  of  Health  has  improved  the  quality 
of  pharmaceuticals  and  food  products,  as  I  am  sure  it  has,  it  has 
accomplished  its  purpose.  In  my  humble  judgement  most  of  the  trouble 
has  arisen  as  a  result  of  insufficiently  accurate  tools  of  the  pharmacist  to 
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allow  of  a  less  variation  than  7  /  .  Graduates  in  use  in  pharmacies  are 
are  not  accurate  pieces  of  apparatus,  for  as  the  amount  of  liquid  increases 
the  graduations  on  the  graduate  decrease  in  size  and  become  more 
difficult  to  read  accurately.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  measure  out 
seven  ounces  of  liquid  accurately  in  an  eight-ounce  graduate  so  that  you 
will  get  exactly  seven  ounces  and  not  seven  ounces  and  one  one  and  a 
half  drachms  or  six  ounces  and  six  and  one  half  or  seven  drachms. 
When  the  liquid  is  a  concentrated  liquid,  as  for  instance  Solution 
Chloride  of  Iron,  and  this  is  diluted  largely  to  make  the  tincture,  the 
error  is  multiplied  and  shows  up  larger  in  the  tincture  than  it  does  in 
the  Solution.  An  error  of  2' >  in  the  solution  may  become  an  error  of  10^ 
or  more  in  the  tincture.  If  pharmacists  are  to  be  held  to  a  5 l/r  variation 
they  must  be  supplied  in  my  judgement  with  more  accurate  glassware 
both  in  bottles  and  in  measuring  apparatus. 

Trade  conditions  have  been  fair  in  this  State  during  the  past  year.

I  would  move  you,  sir,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  must  be  an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the 
chairman  of  that  committee  that  no  report  has  been  made, 
that  the  proper  space  be  reserved  in  the  proceedings  for  its 
insertion. 

Mr.  FRAMES  :  I  second  the  motion. 

’(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 
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PRESIDENT :  I  will  now  ask  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Adulterations. 

Mr.  NEAE :  Mr.  Horace  Burrough,  I  think  was 

chairman  of  that  committee  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Yes,  Mr.  Burrough,  Mr.  Neal  and  Mr. 

Miller. 

Mr.  NEAE  :  There  has  been  no  meeting  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  and  I  don’t  know  whether  Mr.  Burrough  prepared  a 
report  or  not.  I  am  not  familiar  with  what  has  gone  on,  and 
I  did  not  speak  to  him  about  it  before  I  left  the  city. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  the  Auditing  Committee  ready  to  re¬ 
port  ;  Mr.  Williamson,  you  are  the  chairman,  are  you  ready? 

Mr.  WILEIAMSON  :  On  the  Treasurer’s  report  the 

Auditing  Committee  appointed  by  the  Chair,  gentlemen,  has 
gone  carefully  over  the  vouchers  and  books  of  the  Treasurer 
and  beg  leave  to  report  they  have  found  these  accounts  correct, 
they  check  up  with  the  vouchers,  and  the  figures  are  correct. 

They  have  a  recommendation  to  make  in  reference  to  this 
report,  Mr.  Chairman,  to  the  effect  that  it  be  suggested  to  the 
Treasurer  that  some  more  active  and  aggressive  steps  be  taken 
in  order  to  collect  the  dues  of  the  members  who  are  in  arrears. 
The  amount  standing  unpaid  for  dues  during  1913,  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1913,  is  $788,  a  very  much  larger  amount  than 
any  before,  in  fact,  since  1911  the  amount  of  unpaid  dues  has 
increased  very  nearly  100  per  cent,  and  the  committee  believes 
that  a  little  activity  on  the  part  of  the  Treasurer  in  reminding 
the  members  who  are  in  arrears,  will  bring  in  a  large  per¬ 
centage  of  these  dues,  and  they  recommend  that  such  action 
be  taken. 

PRESIDENT  :  Gentlemen,  you  have  all  heard  the  re¬ 

port  of  the  Auditing  Committee ;  what  disposition  shall  be 
made  of  it  ? 

Mr.  EBERHARDT  :  I  second  the  motion. 
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Mr.  THOMAS :  If  it  is  in  order,  and  with  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  committee,  I  think  that  the  Treasurer  possibly 
should  be  asked  to  send  out  his  annual  bills  at  least  two 
months  previous  to  this  meeting.  It  has  been  the  custom  to 
send  them  out  possibly  about  a  week  or  ten  days  previous  to 
the  meeting.  Now  very  often  a  bill  is  put  aside  and  the 
member  forgets  that  he  has  had  the  bill,  but  if  he  has  at  least 
two  or  three  months’  notice  that  these  annual  dues  are  to  be 
paid,  we  would  not  show  that  deficit  to  be  so  much  as  it  is 
now.  I  make  this  suggestion  to  the  committee. 

PRESIDENT  :  Any  further  discussion?  I  would  like 
to  state  in  this  connection  that  we  have  the  books  of  the 
Treasurer  here,  and  if  any  person  present  would  like  to  pay 
dues  we  will  accept  the  money  and  turn  it  over  to  the  Treas¬ 
urer. 

Mr.  MORGAN  :  Mr.  President,  if  I  am  in  order,  I  think 
that  the  Association  might  instruct  the  Treasurer  to  employ 
a  collector  for  those  dues  in  arrears.  I  believe  we  could  get 
the  majority  of  them. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  The  committee  felt  that  it  need  not 
prescribe  the  details  of  the  methods  in  which  the  Treasurer 
should  increase  his  activities.  We  leave  that  to  him.  We  do 
not  want  to  establish  a  collection  bureau.  It  is  rather  a  matter 
of  sentiment  to  members  of  the  Association,  and  they  should 
be  loyal  enough  to  pay  their  dues,  and  we  believe  that  if  they 
are  reminded  with  sufficient  frequency  they  will  do  so.  We 
leave  the  details  to  the  Treasurer. 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  It  seems  to  me  if  the  bills  are  sent  out 
sixty  days  prior  to  the  meeting,  and  then  a  second  one  sent 
to  those  members  in  arrears,  with  a  stamped  envelope,  self- 
addressed,  it  would  have  most  beneficial  results.  A  member 
would  hardly  refuse  to  answer  a  communication  accompanied 
by  a  stamped  envelope. 
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PRESIDENT  :  Is  the  committee  on  the  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  ready  to  report  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  (Reading  report.) 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY 

The  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  wishes  to 
compliment  the  Board  on  its  excellent  report,  and  would  recommend 
that  the  words  "compound  and”  be  left  out  of  Line  II  Sec.  141.  and 
out  of  the  alterations  to  the  Law  as  proposed,  believing  that  this  would 
not  only  be  fairer  to  the  interests  of  Pharmacy,  but  that  it  would  also  be 
a  material  safeguard  to  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  public.  The 
Committee  is  pleased  at  the  proposition  of  the  Board  to  eliminate  Sec. 
152-153  of  the  present  Law.  To  our  minds,  this  has  always  been  the 
weak  point  of  the  Maryland  Law,  and  they  are  sections  that  admit  a 
great  injustice  to  pharmacy. 

In  lieu  of  the  Boards  suggestion  that  the  Association  try  to  get 
rooms  for  them  at  Annapolis,  we  would  recommend  that  they  augment 
their  facilities  in  Baltimore  by  getting  a  Safe  Deposit  Box  in  the  City. 

The  idea  of  providing  a  room  at  Annapolis  does  not  seem  to  be 
feasible.  We  do  not  think  that  the  safety  of  the  records  in  an}'  place 
would  be  nearly  as  assured  as  if  they  were  kept  in  one  of  the  safe  deposit 
vaults  in  Baltimore.  Annapolis  surely  can  not  be  as  convenient  or  as 
economical  a  place  to  hold  examinations  as  is  Baltimore,  both  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  also  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  candidates.  The  majority  of  men  who  take  the  Board  examination 
would  have  to  go  to  Annapolis  and  stay  there  during  the  several  days  of 
examination,  or  in  many  cases  would  have  to  take  the  train  ride  from 
Baltimore  each  day.  The  Board  would  have  to  equip  itself  with  a 
laboratory  for  practical  work  at  Annapolis  that  would  be  used  probably 
only  three  or  four  days  during  the  whole  year,  while  they  already  have 
the  equipment  at  the  Maryland  University.  The  Maryland  University  is 
supposed  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  Board,  and  we  think  for  more 
reasons  than  one,  that  the  Board  should  be  on  terms  of  intimacy  with 
the  Maryland  College  of  Pharmacy. 

In  conclusion,  this  Committee  hopes  that  the  Legislature  of 
Maryland  will  see  fit  to  amend  the  Maryland  Pharmacy  Law  as  suggest¬ 
ed,  and  it  would  ask  the  co-operation  of  our  individual  members  for  the 
bill,  when  it  is  presented. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  have  all  heard  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  the  Board  of  Pharmacy’s  report  :  what  dispo- 
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sition  shall  we  make  of  it  ? 

Mr.  KAHX  :  I  move  it  be  accepted. 

(Motion  duly  seconded,  put  to  vote,  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT  :  Here  are  two  special  reports  ;  I  will  ask 
the  Secretary  to  read  them. 

(Secretary  Pierce  read  report  of  Doctor  J.  F.  Hancock  as 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  Jersey  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association.) 

Baltimore,  June  25,  1913. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Being  the  only  one  of  the  three  delegates  appointed  to  attend  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who 
was  present  at  the  Meeting  held  two  weeks  ago  at  Allenhurst,  N.  J.,  it 
was  my  pleasure  to  convey  the  greetings  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  to  inform  them  just  what  our  Association  had  accom¬ 
plished  for  Maryland.

(Secretary  Pierce  read  report  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Hancock  re¬ 
garding  “Proctor  Memorial.’  ) 
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Baltimore,  June  25,  1913. 

To  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

There  has  been  nothing  accomplished  by  the  Committee  on  the 
“Procter  Memorial”  during  the  past  j  ear,  but  recently  information  has 
come  to  the  chairman  which  promises  good  results. 

It  was  the  hope  of  the  chairman  that  individual  pharmacists  and 
druggists  would  respond  promptly  with  subscriptions,  not  only  in  this, 
but  in  all  the  states  of  our  vast  country,  but  the  trouble  and  expense  of 
interesting  each  one  proved  too  great  an  undertaking;  and  since  the 
pharmaceutical  organizations,  especially  the  State  Associations  represent 
the  best  element  of  pharmacy  and  the  drug  business,  it  is  more  advisable 
to  adopt  the  simple  method  of  appropriating,  by  resolution,  such 
amounts  as  the  respective  treasuries  of  the  Associations  can  afford.  By 
this  means,  each  member  who  pays  his  dues  has  an  equal  share  of 
interest.

There  is  a  reference  made  in  that  report  to  the  hopefulness  of 
attaining  the  object.  I  would  like  to  say  this  project  for  a 
monument  to  Professor  Proctor,  was  inaugurated  in  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  1906.  The  idea  was

to  get  individual  subscriptions  of  one  dollar  from  the  retail 
pharmacists  throughout  the  country.  Since  that  time  they 
have  collected  about  five  thousand  dollars,  and  recently  the 
National  Committee,  with  which  your  committee  is  affiliated, 
has  gone  so  far  as  to  have  tentative  plans  made  for  a  monument 
to  Professor  Proctor,  a  monument  of  bronze,  on  a  granite 
pedestal,  that  will  stand  17/4  feet  in  height,  and  which  will 
correspond  to  that  erected  by  the  American  Medical  Associ¬ 
ation  to  Dr.  Gross  in  the  Smithsonian  grounds,  Washington. 
Now,  according  to  the  estimates,  we  are  about  fifteen  hundred 
short  of  the  amount  that  it  will  take  to  erect  such  a  monument. 
The  National  Committee  hopes  to  make  its  final  report  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  every  little  bit  helps.  I  am  sure  we  are  going  to  get  the 
balance,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  Professor  Proctor  was  a 
native  of  Baltimore,  and  the  undoubted  Father  of  Pharmacy 
in  America,  I  think  this  Association  will  reflect  credit  on  itself 
if  it  votes  for  the  appropriation  as  made  in  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Millard. 

Mr.  MORGAN  :  Mr.  President,  I  make  an  amendment, 
if  agreeable  to  Mr.  Millard,  to  increase  that  amount  to  $50. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  In  seconding  that  motion,  Mr.  Presi¬ 

dent,  I  think  the  Association  can  well  stand  it.  While,  as 
Mr.  Hancock  has  stated,  this  contribution  for  the  momument 
to  the  Father  of  Pharmacy  was  supposed  to  have  been  given 
by  the  individuals— possibly  some  of  the  members  of  this 
Association  have  already  conlributed  toward  that  good  end, 
the  Association  is  in  good  financial  condition,  and  with  Mr. 
Millard’s  consent  I  heartily  second  the  amendment  made  by 
Mr.  Morgan. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  that  agreeable,  Mr.  Millard  ? 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  Perfectly  so. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT  :  The  next  topic  :  Reading  of  papers. 
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Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Mr.  President — I  am  on  my  feet  a 
good  deal,  it  seems  to  me — I  wish  you  would  get  the  Secretar}^ 
to  read  this  paper,  ‘‘Notes  on  Alcohol  Distillations,”  by 
Doctor  Miller. 

SECRETARY  :  I  think  Mr.  Hancock  is  an  awfully 
good  reader,  he  knows  all  about  alcohol  distillations. 

PRESIDENT  :  We  have  here  a  paper  on  Alcohol  Distil¬ 
lations.  I  will  ask  the  Secretary  to  read. 

(Secretary  Pierce  did  as  requested.) 

NOTES  ON  ALCOHOL  DISTILLATIONS. 

The  subject  of  alcohol  distillations  is  an  important  one  to  the 
pharmacist,  but  it  has  been  so  thoroughly  covered  by  various  writers 
that  it  would  be  '  ‘  loves  labor  lost !  ’  to  cover  the  same  ground  again.  It 
is  more  with  the  idea  of  collecting  some  of  the  notes  of  these  articles, 
with  such  addition  as  I  have  found  useful  that  this  paper  was  written. 
Every  analyst  has  his  own  idea  regarding  the  technique  of  the  operation, 
but  no  matter  what  modifications  are  made,  the  method  is  essentially 
the  same,  and  the  results  obtained  are  practically  identical. 

The  general  method  is  to  pipette  100  c.  c.  of  the  liquid  into  a  500 
c.  c.  round  bottom  flask,  add  50  c.  c.  of  distilled  water  and  distill  off 
nearly  100  c.  c.,  the  distillate  being  collected  in  a  100  c.  c.  volumetric 
flask.  Allow  the  distillate  to  stand  a  short  time  to  reach  room  temper¬ 
ature,  then  make  the  volume  up  to  100  c.  c.  with  water  and  take  the 
specific  gravity.  In  this  manner  the  liquids  are  measured  at  practically 
the  same  temperature,  and  eliminates  any  error  that  might  arise  from 
this  source.  Pipettes  and  volumetric  flasks  are  used  because  the 
measuring  cylinders  are  not  accurately  graduated.  The  stoppers  used 
should  be  the  best  obtainable,  with  the  grain  running  crosswise,  and  the}’’ 
should  be  well  rolled  before  being  used.  The  condensor  should  be  fairly 
long  (18  in.)  and  should  be  placed  vertical,  if  possible. 

The  specific  gravity  of  the  distillate  is  obtained  by  means  of  a 
pycnometer.  The  pycnometer  should  be  fitted  with  a  thermometor,  so 
that  the  exact  temperature  at  which  the  weighing  is  made  is  obtained. 
The  percentage  of  absolute  alcohol  either  by  volume  or  by  weight  is  then 
obtained  from  the  specific  gravity  by  reference  to  the  U.  S.  P.  alcohol 
tables. 

While  various  temperatures — 15°  c.,  15.6°  c.  and  25°  c.  are  used, 
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25°  c.  is  most  convenient,  and  is  always  used  for  specific  gravity  deter¬ 
minations  in  this  laboratory. 

Another  very  accurate  method  used  in  many  laboratories  is  the 
imersion refractometer.  The  index  of  refraction  at  20° c.  is  determined, 
and  by  reference  to  the  table,  the  percentage  of  alcohol  corresponding 
to  the  refractive  index  is  found. 

This  instrument  is  made  use  of  to  determine  whether  wood  alcohol 
is  present  in  a  preparation.  If  on  reference  to  the  table,  the  refraction 
shows  the  percentage  of  alcohol  agreeing  with  that  obtained  from  the 
specific  gravity,  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  no  methyl  alcohol  is 
present.  If,  however,  there  is  an  appreciable  amount  of  methyl  alcohol 
present,  the  low  refractometer  reading  will  indicate  the  fact  at  once. 

The  pharmacist  may  be  called  to  make  an  analysis  of  carbonated 
alcoholic  liquids.  In  this  case  it  is  necessary  to  free  the  liquid  from 
C02  before  distillation,  by  pouring  from  one  vessel  to  another  until  the 
liquid  is  comparative!}*  quiet  and  free  from  foam.  In  new  wines  there 
is  always  trouble  with  the  foaming,  this  can  be  overcome  by  adding 
some  tannic  acid.  A  few  pieces  of  paraffin  added  to  the  flask  are  even 
better  than  tannic  acid.  The  melted  paraffin  forms  a  layer  over  the 
liquid  and  prevents  foaming  almost  entirely. 

Some  preparations  contain  volatile  acids.  These  are  best  fixed  by 
sodium  carbonate,  added  to  the  distilling  flask.  Others  contain 
ammonia,  this  is  best  fixed  with  phosphoric  acid.  Sulphuric  acid  is 
often  used,  but  in  my  experience  phosphoric  acid  is  preferable. 

The  bumping  which  often  occurs  in  distillation  can  be  overcome 
by  adding  a  few  pieces  of  pumice,  which  has  been  heated  to  red  heat, 
plunged  in  water  and  left  under  water  until  used.  Pieces  of  broken 
glass  may  also  be  used,  but  they  do  not  serve  as  well  as  pumice 

Spirit  of  Camphor  must  first  be  freed  from  camphor  before  dis¬ 
tillation  by  the  well  known  sodium  chloride  method,  the  camphor 
being  precipitated  by  sodium  chloride  and  then  filtered  out. 

Some  preparations  such  as  elexir  or  tincture  of  ammonia,  aromatic 
tincture  requires  a  double  distillation,  first  with  acid  and  second  with 
alkali. 


Preparations  containing  free  iodine  must  first  be  freed  from  iodine 
by  decolorizing  with  zinc,  and  adding  some  sodium  hydroxide  solution. 
The  iocline  may  also  be  gotten  rid  of  by  means  of  sodium  thiosulphate 
and  sodium  hydroxide  solutions.  If  volatile  alkaloids  are  present  in 
the  preparation,  the  alkaloids  should  be  fixed  with  tannin. 
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It  would  be  possible  to  go  on  indefinitely  suggesting  certain 
details  that  must  be  modified,  according  as  to  the  preparation  being 
analyzed,  but  with  the  few  mentioned  above  it  can  easily  be  seen  that 
the  determination  of  the  alcohol  in  any  preparation  is  not  a  hard  task, 
but  one  which  every  pharmacist  should  be  able  to  carry  out.

PRESIDENT:  You  have  all  heard  the  reading  of  Mr. 
Miller’s  paper  on  Alcohol  Distillations — 

Mr.  MIEEARD :  I  would  like  to  move  it  be  received 
and  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY  :  Any  further  papers  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  We  have  here  a  paper  on  Elixir  of 
Gentian,  by  Mr.  Halliday. 

(Secretary  Pierce  read  paper  referred  to.) 

ELIXIR  OF  GENTIAN,  N.  F. 

No  doubt  you  recall  the  manufacture  of  this  elixir  as  a  long  and 
tedious  process.  The  first  step  is  to  make  a  magma  of  ferric  hydroxide 
by  adding  a  dilute  solution  of  ferric  sulphate  to  dilute  ammonia  water 
and  washing  the  magma  free  of  sulphate  by  decantation.  The  magma 
is  then  well  drained,  transferred  to  a  tared  dish  and  mixed  with  one-fiftli 
its  weight  of  alcohol  to  preserve  the  alcoholic  strength  of  the  finished 
elixir.  The  fluidextract  of  gentian,  the  compound  spirit  of  cardamom 
and  some  aromatic  elixir  are  then  added  and  well  mixed,  and  the  mixture 
set  aside  for  twenty  four  hours  with  frequent  agitation  ;  it  is  then 
filtered  and  enough  aromatic  elixir  added  to  make  the  required  volume. 

The  object  of  allowing  the  fluidextract  to  remain  in  contact  with 
the  iron  hydroxide  magma  is  to  remove  the  tannin-like  principles  of  the 
gentian,  thereby  insuring  a  finished  elixir  which  is  miscible  with  iron 
preparations  such  as  Tincture  of  citro- chloride  of  iron  and  others. 
These  tannins  differ  in  solubilit}T  and  in  other  respects  according  to 
their  source;  in  the  case  of  gentian,  this  gentio-tannin  (as  we  will  call 
it)  either  exists  in  the  root  in  a  combined  state  or  is  not  soluble  in 
water,  while  it  is  soluble  in  diluted  alcohol  with  which  the  fluidextract 
is  made,  as  the  latter  preparation  turns  dark  upon  admixture  with  iron 
preparations. 
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The  fluid  extract  and  elixir  of  gentian  were  among  the  prepa¬ 
rations  studied  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  University  of  Maryland  and  I 
became  very  much  interested  in  the  manufacture  of  them  and  it  occured 
to  me  that  possibly  this  particular  tannin  was  not  soluble  in  cold  water, 
and  would  not  therefore  be  contained  in  the  extract  of  gentian.  A  few 
simple  tests  with  a  filtered  solution  of  the  extract  in  water  convinced  me 
that  this  was  the  case,  for  the  solution  was  miscible  with  iron  preparations 
such  as  the  tincture  of  citro-chloride  of  iron  with  only  a  very  slight 
darkening.  I  then  made  an  elixir  of  gentian  using  the  extract  in 
place  of  the  fluidextract.  As  the  extract  represents  four  times  its  weight 
of  the  drug,  I  used  in  grams  one-fourtli  of  the  amount  of  the  fluid  extract 
directed,  dissolving  it  in  water  and  filtering  after  the  addition  of  a  little 
talcum.  I  then  added  twelve  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  alcohol  to 
preserve  the  alcoholic  strength  of  the  elixir,  the  compound  spirits  of 
cardamom  and  enough  aromatic  elixir  to  make  the  required  volume. 

This  elixir  was  made  in  one-half  an  hour,  is  miscible  with  all  iron 
preparations  with  which  the  official  is  miscible  and,  if  a  good  quality  of 
extract  of  gentian  is  used,  is  only  slightly  darker  than  the  official 
product.  The  darker  color  is  due  to  the  darkening  of  the  extract  dur¬ 
ing  its  manufacture  by  the  heat  required  in  the  evaporation  to  a  pillular 
consistency,  and  this  process  gives  you  a  good  check  on  the  quality  of 
your  extract  of  gentian  and  particularly  on  its  solubility  in  cold  water.  The 
slight  difference  in  color  is  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  great  sav¬ 
ing  in  time  and  material,  and  the  first  is  a  great  advantage  in  a 
preparation  of  which  not  very  much  is  used. 

I  suggested  this  method  to  Mr.  John  A.  Davis  by  whom  I  was 
employed  and  much  to  my  surprise  found  that  the  same  idea  had  occurred 
to  him  and  that  he  had  been  using  a  somewhat  similar  method  to  the 
above  for  some  years  with  satisfactory  results.  To  those  who  are 
interested  in  making  their  own  preparations,  I  think  that  this  suggestion 
is  well  worth  noting.

PRESIDENT  :  You  have  all  heard  the  reading  of  this 
most  excellent  paper  by  Mr.  Halliday  on  Elixir  of  Gentian  ; 
what  shall  we  do  with  it  ? 

Mr.  WIREIAMSON :  I  move  it  be  printed  in  the 
Proceedings. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.  ) 
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PRESIDENT :  Any  further  papers?  (No  response.) 
If  not,  we  come  to  the  topic  of  New  Business.  Any  new 
business. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President,  under  the  head  of  new 
business,  I  would  simply  like  to  have  an  expression  of  opinion 
from  this  Association  as  to  whether  the\^  think  it  desirable  to 
entertain  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  1914. 
This  association,  as  you  know,  meets  in  Nashville,  Tennessee, 
in  August.  If  it  is  desired  to  have  this  association  meet  in 
Baltimore  next  year  I  think  it  can  be  brought  about.  Next 
year  will  be  quite  a  busy  year  for  us  in  entertaining — or 
celebrating  the  centennial  of  the  writing  of  the  Star  Spangled 
Banner,  but  as  that  occurs  in  September  it  would  not  interfere 
with  entertaining  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
which  always  holds  its  meetings  in  August.  Now,  of  course 
we  all  recognize  the  hospitality  of  Baltimoreans  in  regard  to 
entertaining  these  national  associations,  but  it  would  be  at 
considerable  expense  and  I  am  not  advocating  it  myself,  but 
I  simply  would  like  to  have  an  expression  of  opinion  from  this 
Association,  as  to  whether  they  think  it  would  be  advisable, 
or  not.  I  believe  the  association  could  be  brought  to  Balti¬ 
more  if  it  was  so  desired.  Approximately,  I  should  think  the 
expense  for  entertaining  the  National  Association  would 
amount  to  four  or  five  thousand  dollars.  That  might  be  an 
over  estimate  or  might  not  be  enough. 

Mr.  MIEEARD  :  Mr.  President,  I  have  the  best  excuse 
in  the  world  for  the  association  not  coming  to  Baltimore  in 
1914.  I  am  dead  opposed  to  it.  I  shall  be  the  senior  member 
of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  that  member  is 
always  sent  to  the  meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
convention.  (Laughter.)  I  want  to  go  to  the  Suez  Canal, 
or  Panama,  or  Havana  or  some  place  like  that.  I  move  we 
increase  the  Proctor  Memorial  fund  to  $900.  (Laughter. ) 
Please  have  it  at  Love  Point  or  some  place,  but  not  in 
Baltimore.  (Laughter.) 
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Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Mr.  President,  I  hate  to  have  to  take 
one  side  or  the  other  as  between  two  such  good  friends  as  Mr. 
Millard  and  Mr.  Thomas,  but  as  a  substitute  for  argument, 
you  know  people  in  Baltimore  will  be  put  to  a  good  deal  of 
expense  next  year  in  entertaining  guests  because  of  the  Star 
Spangled  Banner  Celebration. 

As  an  alternative  proposition  and  as  Professor  Proctor 
was  born  in  Baltimore  and  the  monument  to  him  will  probably 
be  erected  in  the  next  two  or  three  years  ;  would  it  not  be 
a  better  occasion  to  invite  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association  to  Baltimore  at  the  time  of  the  dedication  of  the 
Proctor  Memorial  monument  in  Washington  than  it  would  to 
have  them  here  next  year,  I  mention  that  merely  as  a 
suggestion.  I  thipk  we  will  be  somewhat  entitled  to  the 
meeting  the  year  it  is  dedicated  because  of  Baltimore  being 
Proctor’s  birthplace  and  because  the  inception  of  this  monu¬ 
ment  was  in  Baltimore.  The  Baltimoreans  have  been  the  real 
movers  in  the  matter  of  the  monument,  and  it  is  a  movement 
that  will  redound  to  the  credit  of  Baltimore  very  much. 
Personally,  I  will  be  glad  to  have  the  American  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association  here  at  any  and  all  times,  but  I  do  believe 
that  the  time  would  be  more  appropriate  then  than  during  the 
centennial  of  the  Star  Sprangled  Banner. 

PRESIDENT  :  Any  further  new  business,  or  an}'  more 
discussion  on  this  subject  of  inviting  the  American  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association  to  Baltimore  next  year?  (No  response.) 

PRESIDENT  :  The  chair  is  ready  to  entertain  a  motion 
to  adjourn.  Our  last  session  will  be  held  this  afternoon  at 
2  o’clock  instead  of  Friday  at  10  o’clock. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  move  we  adjourn. 

(Adjourned  at  11:20  a.  m.) 


Fourth  Session 


(The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Schindel 
at  3  o'clock  p.  m. ) 

PRESIDENT  :  The  meeting  is  called  to  order,  and  the 
first  thing  I  want  to  bring  up  is  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Deceased  Members.  I  received  it  in  thismail,  a  few  minutes 
ago.  It  was  passed  over  at  the  time  and  I  will  have  the 
Secretary  read  that  report. 

(Secretary  Pierce  here  read  repot  of  Committee  on 
Deceased  Members.) 

Mr.  President,  and  Members  of  the 

Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 

Gentlemen 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association,  only  a  little  over  eight 
months  ago,  it  is  our  painful  duty  to  report  the  Association  has  lost  b}7 
death  four  of  its  members,  namely 

W.  C.  Carson,  of  Port  Deposit,  Md.,  an  Ex- Vice  President  of 
our  Association,  died  May  14th,  1913. 

Samuel  H.  Merret,  1104  Valley  Street,  Baltimore,  Md.,  died 
December  29th,  1912. 

W.  A.  Alexander,  Chesapeake  City,  Md.,  died  Ma}7  20th,  1913 
and  E.  T.  Hall,  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

They  were  all  active  members. 

E.  T.  Hall  attended  ever}'-  meeting  after  becoming  a  member  of 
this  Association. 

We  have  also  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles  K.  Sampson  who 
died  February  2nd,  1911.

PRESIDENT  :  Any  further  unfinished  business. 

Mr.  STOTLEMEYER  ;  Under  this  head  I  would  like 
to  move  you,  sir,  that  the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
on  cordial  relations  with  the  National  Association  of  Retail 
Druggists,  and  I  would  particularly  say,  these  are  not  intend¬ 
ed  to  be  “delegates”,  but  just  a  committee  on  cordial 
relations. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Mr.  President,  I  take  great  pleasure 
in  seconding  Mr.  Stotlemever’s  motion. 
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PRESIDENT  :  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that 
the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  on  cordial  relations  with  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists.  Are  you  ready  for 
the  question  ? 

(Cries  of  question.) 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT  :  I  appoint  on  that  committee  Mr. 
Stotlemever,  chairman,  Mr.  Thomas  and  Mr.  Millard. 

If  there  is  no  further  unfinished  business  I  will  ask  for 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  New  Remedies,  composed  of 
Mr.  Dunning,  Mr.  Hall  and  Mr.  Gilbert.  (No  response.)  In 
the  absence  of  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  New  Remedies 
we  will  pass  to  the  Committee  on  Publicity. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  would  like  to  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  this  Committee  on  New  Remedies  could  be  very  helpful 
and  I  am  very  sorry  indeed  that  they  did  not  give  a  report. 
It  was  intended — I  think  I  recommend  the  appointment  of 
this  Committee  in  my  Presidential  address — it  was  intended 
to  keep  pharmacists  posted  on  all  the  synthetics  and  all  the 
new  remedies  that  came  out  during  the  year.  •  The  report  was 
to  be  published  in  tabulated  form  and  sent  to  every  member 
of  the  Association.  It  is  really  a  thing  that  should  have  been 
done  and  could  be  done  with  very  little  effort  and  ver}^  little 
trouble. 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Thomas,  about  the  first  of  June  I 
wrote  to  the  chairmen  of  these  various  committees  and  asked 
them  to  make  their  reports.  Of  course  it  would  be  more  in¬ 
teresting  if  we  had  these  reports  here,  but  in  the  absence  of 
them  we  can  do  nothing. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Mr.  President,  some  of  the  reports  of 
committees  have  come  here  a  little  late,  and  I  would  make 
the  same  motion  I  did  in  the  case  of  the  report  on  Deceased 
Members,  that  a  place  be  reserved  in  our  Proceedings  for  the 
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report  of  the  Committee  on  New  Remedies  in  case  such  a 
report  should  be  made  between  this  time  and  the  publication 
of  the  Proceeding's. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  there  a  second  to  that  motion  ? 

Mr.  NEx\E  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried. ) 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MEDICAL  SOCIETIES 
The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 

Gentlemen 

Probably  the  most  far  reaching  work  of  the  Medical  Societies  this 
year  has  been  bringing  to  a  climax  the  raising  of  the  educational 
standard  of  the  Medical  Colleges.  The  effect  on  the  smaller  colleges, 
which  have  depended  on  students  with  hardly  a  good  common  school 
education  has  been  disastrous  and  eventually  the  larger  colleges  will  be 
compelled  to  amalgamate  on  this  account.  A  great  many  talented 
young  men  who  might  become  eminent  physicians,  but  who  can  not 
afford  a  collegiate  education  will  undoubtedly  be  debarred  from  the 
Medical  Colleges  of  the  future  and  the  question  has  been  raised.  What 
will  become  of  the  “Country  Doctor“  ? 

Will  the  finely  educated  graduate  of  Medicine  after  a  4  year  course 
at  college  and  4  years  more  at  a  Medical  College  care  to  practice  in  the 
rural  districts. 

Many  interesting  papers  have  been  read  and  published  of  the 
results  obtained  by  injection  of  various  serums,  bacterias,  chemicals  etc., 
to  minimize  and  cure  or  at  least  check  diseases. 

The  time  may  come  when  the  physicians  can  cure  in  few  a  days 
the  most  fatal  diseases,  such  as  cancer  and  tuberculosis  by  several  in¬ 
jections  of  serums.  Although  many  a  life  has  been  shortened,  a  great 
many  have  been  made  comfortable  if  not  cured  by  these  experiments. 

Eugenics  has  impressed  itself  on  the  public  mind  this  year. 

The  raising  of  large  families  of  children  regardless  of  their  ability 
to  resist  disease  has  been  thrust  in  the  back  ground  and  almost  forgotten. 

Not  only  Medical  Societies  but  even  the  Church  has  become 
interested  in  the  fact  that  80  or  90  c/(  of  the  male  population  should  not 
marry  unless  they  have  been  examined  and  pass  inspection  by  a  Medical 
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The  results  of  all  this  agitation  is  far  reaching.  It  is  a  crusade 
against  vice  which  is  educating  our  children  to  a  familiarty  with  vice 
that  is  not  pleasant  to  contemplate.

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Williamson,  have  you  a  report  to 
make  as  chairman  of  your  committee  ? 

Mr.  WILEIAMSON  :  The  Committee  on  Publicity  has 
no  special  report  to  make,  Mr.  Chairman.  They  have  done 
from  time  to  time  such  things  as  seemed  possible  to  bring 
about  such  publicity  as  is  desired  by  the  Association,  with 
more  or  less — sometimes  less — success  than  we  thought  we 
should  have  had.  However,  I  believe  the  publicity  end  of  the 
Association’s  work  is  being  better  taken  care  of  this  year,  and 
at  this  assembly  than  heretofore. 

There  is  no  special  work  that  this  committee  has  done 
except  that  we  did  call  upon  newspapers  last  fall  in  reference 
to  the  question  of  restricting  the  publication  of  the  names  of 
the  drugs  and  poisons  that  may  figure  in  suicide  and  murder 
cases,  asking  the  papers  to  suppress  the  names  of  the  drugs 
used  and  not  to  go  into  details  quite  so  much  as  to  the  use  of 
them  and  their  effect  in  fatal  doses,  but  as  I  reported  the  year 
previous  on  this  subject,  the  suggestion  was  not  taken  very 
kindly  by  the  papers.  They  do  not  seem  to  feel  very  kindly 
disposed  toward  any  one  or  any  association  that  in  the  least 
intimates  that  they  should  lessen  their  activity  in  the  publish¬ 
ing  of  matters  of  interest  to  the  general  public,  and  they  really 
do  not  seem  to  take  into  consideration  whatever  detrimental 
effect  the  publishing  of  the  names  of  those  drugs  has  upon 
the  community  at  large  in  the  way  of  suggestion  or  aid  in 
perpetrating  crime,  as  sufficiently  important  to  have  any 
weight  compared  with  the  importance  of  the  distribution 
of  news  on  matters  of  interest  to  the  public. 

Other  than  that  the  committee  has  nothing  to  report. 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  personally  think  that  the  publication 

of  the  names  of  the  drugs  used  with  suicidal  intent  is  more  or 
less  of  a  detriment ;  you  will  remember  this  notorious  case 
we  had  a  few  weeks  ago  in  the  south,  since  then  you  read  in 
the  papers  almost  every  day  of  somebody  taking  bichloride  of 
mercury  with  suicidal  intent,  and  it  only  brings  to  the 
attention  of  those  people  the  name  of  a  drug  to  use  that  will 
be  effective  and  accomplish  their  purpose. 

You  have  all  heard  the  report — 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  President,  really  I  think  this  is  a 
very  important  question  that  has  been  brought  up  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee  and  I  would  like  to 
offer  a  resolution  or  a  suggestion  to  that  committee  that  they 
see  the  press  again  and  ask  them,  for  the  benefit  of  humanity, 
that  if  they  must  publish  a  suicide,  not  to  mention  the  name 
of  the  drug  that  has  been  taken  and  the  method  of  taking  it. 
Now  the  very  case  that  you  speak  of,  the  banker  in  Georgia, 
Mr.  Walker,  I  believe  his  name  was,  wTas  published  in  every 
little  hamlet  in  this  great  country  of  ours.  Everybody  knows 
now  that  bichloride  of  mercury  is  a  deadly  poison,  and  it  was 
even  published  that  death  by  that  poison  was  painless,  and 
since  then  possibly  hundreds  of  deaths  have  occurred  from 
taking  bichloride  of  mercuty  with  suicidal  intent.  Now  the 
laity  know  nothing  about  bichloride  of  mercury,  and  it  is  the 
same  case  with  cyanide  of  potassium.  What  does  the  laity 
know  about  cyanide  of  potassium  ?  But  bichloride  of  mercury 
is  an  antiseptic,  and  you  can  get  it  at  almost'anv  pharmacist’s 
by  asking  for  it.  If  this  Publicity  Committee  would  see  the 
press  and  present  it  to  them  in  that  light  possibly  they  would 
see  it  themselves.  I  know  the  press  wants  to  do  what  is  right 
and  protect  the  public  in  every  instance.  Their  idea,  I  pre¬ 
sume,  in  publishing  the  name  of  this  poison  was  that  it  will 
prevent  future  mistakes,  but  there  have  been  since  then  so 
many  suicides  from  the  use  of  this  poison  that  it  shows  that 
the  laity  has  misapplied  the  knowledge  thus  gained.  Take 
Carbolic  Acid,  for  instance;  how  many  suicides  are  there  writh 
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that.  The  only  protection  a  retail  druggist  has  is  in  keeping 
a  registered  list  so  that  every  man,  woman  or  child  buying  a 
poison  must  give  his  name  and  address  and  state  what  it  is  to 
be  used  for.  Now  there  is  not  a  more  horrible  death  in  the 
world,  I  think,  than  by  carbolic  acid,  and  that  seems  to  be 
the  favorite  suicide  medicine  to  use.  I  simply  suggest  to  the 
Publicity  Committee  that  they  see  the  press  again,  and  if  they 
must  publish  the  suicide,  of  course  that  is  necessary,  just 
leave  off  the  drug  tdken  or  the  dose. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  put  that  in  the  form  of  a  resolution, 
Mr.  Thomas? 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  just  simply  suggest  it. 

Mr.  NEAR  :  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  debatable 
question.  While,  as  Mr.  Thomas  says,  the  fact  that  this  thing 
has  been  published  throughout  the  country  has  suggested  the 
fact  to  some  people  that  it  is  a  good  thing  to  commit  suicide 
with,  it  seems  to  me  the  education  of  the  public  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  poison  has  also  guarded  them  against  any  future 
chance  of  accident.  Apparently  many  people  have  it  lying 
around  the  house  and  do  not  realize  the  deadly  nature  of- 
bichloride  of  mercury.  It  may  be  this  same  publicity  has 
served  in  a  way  to  educate  the  same  public  and  over  balanced 
the  harm  that  may  have  been  done  in  the  other  direction.  I 
do  not  see  how  anything  that  educates  the  public  could  be  a 
detriment  to  the  public. 

Mr.  WIELIAMSON  :  It  is  a  pretty  strange  coincidence, 
in  view  of  the  theory  Mr.  Neal  has  just  advanced,  that  since 
the  publication  of  the  case  in  Atlanta  there  have  been  more 
accidental  deaths  by  bichloride  of  mercury. 

Mr.  NEAL:  I  reply  briefly  to  that  and  say  it  is  now  a 
better  news  item  for  the  papers.  I  doubt  if  there  have  been 
any  more  cases,  but  there  has  been  more  notice  taken  of  the 
cases  by  the  press. 
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Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  You  mean  the  papers  give  it 
more  space  ? 

Mr.  NEAL  :  The  fact  that  this  Walker  case  has  given 
every  newspaper  writer  an  opportunity  to  report  cases  further 
on  in  the  education  of  the  public  against  this  deadly  drug. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Mr.  President,  I  do  not  like  to  take 
issue  with  Mr.  Neal,  but  I  think  all  of  us  will  admit  that  the 
law  of  suggestion  is  the  most  potent  law  of  the  universe.  I 
know  one  case  in  point  in  which  it  has  been  worked  out 
exactly  as  stated  here.  In  1905  there  was  quite  a  large 
number  of  carbolic  acid  suicides  in  New7  York,  and  it  w^as 
determined  that  the  newspapers  by  suggesting  to  those  people 
w7ho  wanted  to  take  an  easy  and  quick  road  to  the  Beyond 
that  carbolic  acid  w^as  a  convenient  drug  to  take,  and  the 
newspapers  in  New7  York  determined  that  they  w7ould  not 
publish  the  news  of  the  method  of  suicide,  and  in  New7  York 
City,  wdiere,  in  1905,  there  had  been  2856  suicides  by  carbolic 
acid — if  my  figures  are  right — in  1906  there  were  only  27.  And 
I  do  not  think  that  a  better  answer  could  be  made  to  Mr. 
Neal’s  argument  than  that  one  particular  case.  There  are 
lots  and  lots  of  people  w^ho  are  discouraged  at  times,  and  a 
man  wdio  does  commit  suicide  is  unbalanced  and  he  just  needs 
a  suggestion  to  throw7  him  over  a  little  bit  the  other  wray  and 
to  have  something  suggested  to  him  as  an  easy  w^ay  and  a 
convenient  drug,  because  the  public,  as  a  usual  rule,  does  not 
know7  these  things,  but  if  a  man  who  is  demoralized,  dis¬ 
couraged,  feels  as  if  he  had  nothing  else  to  live  for,  hears  at 
that  particular  time  that  carbolic  acid  or  bichloride  of  mercury 
tablets  are  quick  and  convenient  methods  of  getting  rid  of  all 
his  ills  and  bad  humors,  he  is  apt  to  take  advantage  of  the 
suggestion.  The  case  in  New7  York  is  a  very  convincing 
argument  to  me  that  a  great  many  suicides  are  due  entirely  to 
the  law  of  suggestion. 

Mr.  NEAL  :  I  still  hold  that  suggestion  wrill  be  worth 
as  much  to  the  sane  people,  and  those  people  not  imbued  with 
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any  desire  to  end  their  existence,  in  that  I  believe  throughout 
the  country  there  will  be  more  cleaning  out  of  medicine 
cabinets  and  putting  bichloride  of  mercury  away  from  any 
chance  of  accidental  poison,  and  in  that  way  as  many  lives  will 
be  saved,  or  more,  than  would  be  through  the  fact  that  some 
person  with  suicidal  intent  found  another,  new  to  him,  method. 
A  man  with  suicide  in  his  mind  is  not  often  very  much  dis¬ 
turbed,  as  we  see  from  the  various  methods  employed,  is  not 
particularly  anxious  about  an  easy  death — in  fact,  carbolic 
acid  is  one  of  the  most  painful  deaths,  and  it  is  still  universally 
used  among  suicides. 

I  am  not  taking  this  stand  entirely  from  my  own  view¬ 
point.  I  have  read  that  there  is  another  side  to  this  question 
of  publicity.  Restriction  of  sale  will  restrain  the  public  and 
not  secrecy  as  to  the  effect  of  poisonous  drugs. 

Mr.  BEIyRIS  :  In  regard  to  what  Doctor  Thomas  and 
Mr.  Neal  have  said  about  poisoning,  the  thing  I  look  at  is 
that  doctors  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other  give 
bichloride  of  mercury  tablets,  while  we  sell  some  few,  they 
give  bichloride  of  mercury  to  their  patients  without  any 
possible  chance  of  protection  through  us.  We  sell  some  few, 
and  the  question  is,  is  it  possible  to  put  them  in  the  light  of 
publicity,  that  the  doctors  must  restrict  themselves.  The 
druggists  are  already  under  restrictions,  but  the  doctors  ought 
to  be  restricted  from  dispensing  mercury,  in  my  neighborhood, 
as  well  as  yours,  free,  without  charge,  just  for  sanitation,  etc. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  If  I  sense  the  idea  of  this  motion,  it 
is  not  only  against  bichloride  of  mercury,  it  is  against  all 
narcotics  and  deadly  drugs.  When  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug 
Bill  was  first  suggested,  I  remember  a  gathering  of  gentlemen 
who  argued  that  the  publishing  of  narcotics  on  the  labels  of 
preparations  the  public  would  handle  would  encourage  them 
in  the  drug  habit,  and  I  insist  such  has  been  the  case.  Instead 
of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Bill  being  a  discouragement  to  the 
use  of  narcotics,  the  United  States  has  been  given  time  to 
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learn  things  since  1906,  and  few  people  not  familiar  with 
statistics  really  know  what  it  means.  In  this  country  our 
imports  of  opium  are  400,000  pounds  each  year,  of  that  90 
per  cent,  is  being  made  into  morphine,  and  of  that  quantity 
there  is  not  a  legitimate  consumption  of  probably  10  per  cent. 
It  is  calculated  that  we  are  selling  today  in  this  country  over 
150,000  ounces  of  cocaine  not  used  legitimately,  and  going- 
back  to  the  figures  on  opium,  in  a  population  of  about  ninety 
million,  we  in  the  United  States  are  using  400,000  pounds  of 
opium  every  year;  in  Germany,  with  a  population  of  sixty-six 
million  people  they  are  using  approximately,  I  think,  3,000 
pounds  of  opium,  sixty-six  million  alongside  of  ninety  million 
people,  and  we  using  400,000  pounds.  We  are  using  today 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  with  less  than  a  twentieth 
of  the  population  of  the  world,  more  than  half  the  opium  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  world  each  year,  and  I  think  it  is  due  to  the 
method  of  advertising  narcotic  drugs. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  want  to  say,  Mr.  President,  that  as 
far  as  the  retail  pharmacist  is  concerned,  that  he  throws  all 
the  safeguards  out  possible,  and  uses  all  the  precaution  he  can 
to  prevent  the  laity  having  accidents  with  these  deadly  poisons. 
There  is  not  any  bichloride  of  mercury  or  any  other  poison 
sold  but  what  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  and  his  address,  is 
taken,  and  he  is  cautioned  how  it  should  be  used  and  that  it 
should  be  kept  away  from  irresponsible  people  and  children. 

PRESIDENT  :  Gentlemen,  any  further  discussion? 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  next  Legis¬ 
lature  is  going  to  have  all  kinds  of  fool  bills  before  it  at 
Annapolis  to  control  the  State  in  the  matter  of  bichloride  of 
mercury  and  other  poisons.  You  might  as  well  thrash  it  out 
here.  You  will  be  up  against  it  next  winter.  I  firmly  believe 
there  are  very  few  accidental  cases,  I  think  they  are  suicide 
cases,  not  accidents.  I  had  occasion  recently  to  publish  apiece 
in  the  paper  in  regard  to  bichloride  of  mercury,  and  the  rep¬ 
resentative  of  the  paper  I  visited  told  me  he  was  fully  aware 
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that  the  papers  gave  too  much  space  to  it.  He  said  he  fully 
agreed  with  me  and  everybody  else  that  there  was  entirely  too 
much  publicity  given  to  it.  I  think  in  this  Georgia  case  they 
even  described  the  fellow  as  holding  lawn  parties,  and  saying 
that  if  it  was  death,  it  was  painless  death.  To  go  back  to  the 
source  of  the  whole  trouble,  I  really  believe  that  a  great  many 
of  the  accident  cases  are  suicide  cases,  and  are  caused  by 
physicians  giving  it  out  in  their  offices .  If  we  get  a  prescription 
for  bichloride  of  mercury  tablets  I  do  not  think  we  will  be 
justified  in  dispensing  anything  but  a  white  tablet.  I  think 
it  would  be  very  foolish  upon  a  physician’s  prescription  to  give 
a  green  tablet,  or  even  one  marked  “Poison.”  I  think  we 
have  a  right  to  put  it  in  a  poison  bottle.  I  think  if  I  got  one 
I  would  use  a  white  tablet  in  a  poison  bottle,  the  physician 
would  not  resent  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  great  trouble  is,  as  I  see  it,  that  the 
physician  will  dispense  a  tablet  that  looks  very  much  like  any 
other  tablet  and  he  will  not  give  the  caution  of  how  they  are 
to  be  used,  and  therefore  the  fault  does  not  lie  with  the  pharm¬ 
acist,  but  with  the  physician. 

Is  there  any  further  discussion  ?  Have  any  additional 
papers  been  handed  in  ?  (No  response.)  Then  I  will  ask 
for  the  final  report  of  the  Committee  on  Membership.  Mr. 
Pierce,  you  have  that. 

Mr.  HENRY :  I  have  submitted  a  preliminary  list 

already,  Mr.  President,  but  there  are  a  couple  more  that  I 
have  received.  There  are  twenty-three  altogether,  Mr. 
President. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  move  you,  Mr.  President,  that  those 
whose  names  you  have  be  elected  members  of  this  Association, 
the  Secretary  to  cast  the  ballot. 

Mr.  MORGAN  :  I  second  the  motion. 

'  (President  Schindel  put  the  motion,  which  was  carried, 
and  instructed  the  Secretary  to  cast  the  ballot.) 
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SECRETARY  :  I  declare  that  the  twenty-three  applicants 
whose  names  I  shall  read  are  elected  members  of  this  Associ¬ 
ation.

Mr.  MORGAN  :  I  move  the  nominations  be  closed. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(  President  Schindel  put  the  motion.) 

Mr.  MORGAN  :  I  move  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot. 
Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY  :  I,  then,  in  th£  name  of  the  Association 
declare  elected  :  President,  for  the  incoming  year,  J.  Fuller 
Frames  (Applause  and  cries  of  Speech) .  The  speeches  will 
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come  a  little  later  ;  First  Vice-President,  J.  D.  Stotleineyer 
(Applause);  Second  Vice-President,  George  A.  Bunting, 
(Applause)  Third  Vice-President,  W.  H.  Clarke,  (Applause); 
Secretary,  E.  F.  Kelly,  (Kong  continued  applause);  Treas¬ 
urer,  J.  W.  Westcott,  (Kong  continued  applause);  Executive 
Committee,  Mr.  Thomas,  Mr.  Bond,  Mr.  Schindel, (Applause);

PRESIDENT  :  We  next  pass  to  Installation  of  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Will  Mr.  Thomas  and  Mr.  Fouch 
present  Mr.  J.  Fuller  Frames  for  installation? 

(The  gentlemen  did  as  requested.) 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Frames,  I  deem  it  an  honor  and  a 
pleasure  to  present  you  this  gavel,  the  emblem  of  your 
authority  as  President  of  this  Association  for  the  ensuing 
year.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  FRAMP)S  :  One  of  the  members  remarked  a  few 
minutes  ago  that  a  speech  was  the  next  thing  in  order  and 
suggested  that  it  be  very  brief.  I  think  I  will  act  on  the 
suggestion  and  make  my  acceptance  speech  very  brief,  simply 
saying  that  I  thank  you  all  most  heartily  for  the  honor  con¬ 
ferred.

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  (Presenting  Mr.  Stotlemeyer)  Mr. 

President,  I  want  to  introduce  our  new  First  Vice-President. 
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Mr.  STOTLEMEYER  :  Ladies  and  gentlemen,  and 
fellow  members  :  I  thank  you  for  the  honor.  (Applause. )

Mr.  THOMAS  :  (Addressing  Mr.  Schindel)  Are  3^011 
going  to  speak  first  ? 

Mr.  SCHINDEL, :  No,  you  are  the  chairman. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President  and  fellow  members  :  I 
appreciate  very  much  indeed  the  honor  of  being  elected  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  I  promise  you  that 
the  Executive  Committee  will  do  all  in  its  power  to  select  the 
place  that  will  be  appreciated  by  and  acceptable  to  all,  and 
especially  to  the  ladies,  for  next  year’s  meeting,  and  we  hope 
to  do  everything  in  our  power,  with  your  co-operation,  to  make 
this  Association  a  grand  and  wonderful  success.  Thank  you. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  SCHINDEL, :  I  simply  want  to  say  that  I,  as  one 
of  the  members  newly  elected  on  the  Executive  Committee, 
will  help  Mr.  Thomas  to  carry  out  his  promises.  Thank  you. 
(Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  :  The  gentlemen  whose  names  are  sug¬ 
gested  for  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  being  absent,  we  will  not 
hear  from  them.  Is  there  any  unfinished  business  before  the 
house  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  move  that  we  adjourn,  sine  die, 
subject  to  the  call  of — 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Before  we  adjourn,  Mr.  Hancock,  we 
all  realize  the  fact  that  this  Association  has  had  here  a 
representative  of  one  of  the  leading  papers  in  this  State,  and 
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he  has  been  very  faithful  in  his  attendance,  and  the  Sun 
paper,  the  paper  he  represents,  has  given  us  a  detailed  and 
very  accurate  account  of  the  Proceedings  ;  therefore,  Mr. 
President,  I  would  offer  a  resolution  that  the  Secretary'  be 
authorized  to  extend  a  letter  of  thanks  to  the  Sun  paper  and 
also  to  its  representative,  a  very'  efficient  and  clever  repre¬ 
sentative.

(Motion  carried  by'  a  rising  vote  after  being  duly* 
seconded.) 

Mr.  SCHINDEL  :  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  to  be  extended  to  the  management  of  the 
Plimhimmon  Hotel,  for  the  courtesy  this  Association  has 
received  at  this  meeting. 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  carried.) 

Mr.  FLEMING  :  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  that 
we  thank  the  Secretary*,  who  has  acted  in  the  ^absence  of  Mr. 
Kelly,  for  his  official  services  and  the  amusement  that  he  has 
afforded  the  convention . 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  would  like  to  amend  that  motion 
to  include  all  the  officers,  if  Mr.  Fleming  will  accept  that,  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  to  all  the  officers  for  their  efficient  work— 
and  the  amusement  they*  have  afforded  us.

SECRETARY  :  Have  I  the  privilege — 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  You  have  the  privilege  of  doing  any'- 
thing  you  want. 

SECRETARY  :  Somehow  I  have  had  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure  this  time,  such  as  we  do  not  always  have  at  this 
meeting,  on  account  of  the  ladies  being  with  us,  and  I  think 
Mr.  Henry  would  be  an  awful  good  fellow  to  say.  something. 
I  know  everybody'  else  is  willing  to  jump  up  and  do  this;  but 
with  all  respect  to  them  Mr.  Henry'  is  a  diplomat.  I  would 
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like  to  do  it  myself  if  I  could. 

Mr.  HENRY  :  Mr.  President,  Mr.  Secretary,  ladies  and 
fellow  members  :  I  feel  that  while  this  duty  is  always  a 
pleasant  one,  because  the  ladies  always  are  associated  in  my 
mind  with  everything  that  is  lovely  and  good.  Let  me  say 
before  proceeding  that  I  think  that  our  friend  Pierce  wanted 
to  get  back  at  me  evidently  because  he  saw  I  was  enjoying  his 
situation  so  much.  He  takes  things  so  calmly  and  with  such 
wonderful  good  nature,  and  he  really  enjoys  having  other 
people  enjoy  themselves. 

Mr.  PIERCE  :  Mr.  Henry,  are  you  speaking  to  me  or 
to  the  ladies  ? 

Mr.  HENRY :  You  know,  Mr.  Secretary,  first  I  must 
say  a  few  words  to  you.  I  think  the  ladies  are  enjoying  the 
situation  as  much  as  we  are,  and  I  don’t  propose,  ladies,  to 
say  a  great  deal. 

We  never  before  had  the  honor  of  the  presence  of  so  many 
lady  pharmacists,  and  we  are  wonderfully  pleased.  And  you 
ladies,  when  you  go  back  home  can  help  us  by  letting  other 
pharmacists  know  that  you  have  come  into  our  Association. 
I  am  sure  when  other  ladies,  pharmacists  throughout  the 
State,  hear  of  your  coming  in,  in  such  numbers,  we  will  have 
more  lady  members  ;  and  I  have  never  found  yet  that  the 
women  hindered,  they  have  always  helped  us,  they  stimulate 
us  in  every  walk  in  life,  and  they  are  always  faithful  to  their 
task.  We  used  to  think  of  them  chiefly  as  the  sweet  mothers 
we  all  remember,  and  they  are  domestic,  but  we  find  that  they 
are  capable  of  filling  every  walk  of  life,  and  sometimes  to  our 
sorrow,  they  even  get  ahead  of  us,  I  mean  those  who  are  com¬ 
petitors  only. 

I  don’t  know  that  I  have  much  more  to  say.  We  surely 
have  appreciated  your  society,  and  we  want  more  ladies  here 
next  time,  whether  you  come  as  pharmacists  or  simply  as 
wives,  daughters  or  sweethearts  of  the  various  members.  I 
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don't  want  to  be  personal,  but  we  have  quite  a  number  of 
gentlemen  that  are  not  married,  and  we  have  such  a  deep 
sympathy  for  them.  Mr.  Thomas  is  a  good  conscientious 
observer  of  the  conditions  and  he  tried  to  get  me  to  help  one 
good  man  whom  I  like,  but  there  were  others  trying  to  make 
fun  of  the  situation,  and  they  were  married  men.  But  the}^ 
all  realize  what  a  good  wife  is,  and  I  hope  that  all  of  our  un¬ 
married  men  will  look  around,  and  if  the\^  can’t  find  one  here, 
which  I  don't  think  would  be  so  hard  to  do,  the}’  can  bring 
them  from  outside.  We  want  more  ladies.  I  think  I  have 
said  enough.  (Applause.) 

Miss  PATTERSON  :  May  I  sa}^  a  word,  Mr.  President? 
When  we  thought  of  coming  down  here  we  wondered  whether 
we  would  be  welcome,  or  would  the  gentlemen  think  we  were 
intruding,  but  concluded  to  try  it,  and  we  found  that  we  have 
been  treated  with  every  courtesy  and  respect,  and  because  we 
have  chosen  the  profession  of  pharmacy,  why,  we  feel  that 
they  certainly  have  helped  us  in  every  way.  You  know  in 
former  days  a  father  was  able  to  provide  for  his  family,  and 
girls  stayed  at  home  and  helped  their  mother,  but  in  this  day 
of  the  higher  cost  of  living  every  parent  looks  around  to  see 
how  he  can  provide  for  his  children,  and  he  finds  that  an 
education  is  the  best  thing  that  he  can  give  them,  and  surely 
the  profession  of  pharmacy  is  in  every  way  fitting  for  a 
woman  ;  it  requires  care  and  accuracy,  and  I  think  most  drug 
stores  have  an  air  of  refinement  around  them,  and  are  places 
where  a  woman  is  well  taken  care  of,  and  we  hope  that  when 
we  go  out  you  will  help  us  to  be  better  pharmacists.  (Long 
continued  applause.) 

Mr.  HEXGST  :  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  suggest 
that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  sent  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baker  for  their 
kind  hospitality  to  the  members  of  the  Association  on  their 
recent  visit  to  their  home 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  second  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  Do  you  wish  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  ? 
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Mr.  HENGST  :  I  think  you  may  have  it  sent  in  writing. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  HANCOCK  :  Mr.  President,  unless  some  one  is 
especially  desirious  of  eulogizing  this  beautiful  expanse  of 
water  in  front  of  the  hotel,  and  if  you  have  nothing  else  on 
the  program,  I  now  move  this  Association  adjourn. 

Mr.  KAHN  :  As  long  as  there  is  so  much  thanks  being 
given  to  every  one,  we  must  not  omit  our  faithful  and  willing 
stenographer. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  second  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  a 
vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  our  faithful  and  efficient 
stenographer.  I  suppose  that  will  be  a  rising  vote  also. 

(Motion  carried  by  a  rising  vote.) 

SECRETARY  :  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  don’t  want  to 
say  too  much,  but  I  think  we  ought  to  send  Mr.  Kelly  a  letter 
of  regret  that  he  has  been  unable  to  be  present  with  us  this 
year.  Kelly  is  the  only  man  who  is  able  to  fill  this  place  as  it 
should  be  filled. 

Mr.  HENRY  :  Except  yourself,  pardon  me. 

SECRETARY  :  And  I  make  the  motion  that  a  letter  of 
regret  be  sent  Mr.  Kelly,  and  a  letter  of  sympathy,  that  he 
was  not  able  to  be  with  us  at  this  time. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  POWEEE  :  Mr.  Hancock  is  very  anxious  that  we 
adjourn,  and  therefore  I  move  that  we  adjourn. 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Subject  to  the  call  of  the  President. 

Mr.  POWEEE  :  Yes,  sir. 

(Adjourned  4  p.  m.)

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  That  we,  M.  L.  Byers,  David 
M.  R.  Culbreth,  Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger, 
Samuel  Mansfield,  J.  Charles  Smith,  Columbus  V.  Emich,  Albion  J. 
Corning,  John  J.  Thomsen,  D.  C.  Aughinbaugh,  Edwin  Eareckson,  Wil¬ 
liam  Simon  and  J.  Walter  Hodges,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  majority  of  whom  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  do 
hereby  certify  that  we  do,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  General  Laws  of 
this  State,  authorizing  the  formation  of  corporations,  hereby  form  a 
corporation  under  the  name  of  “The  Maryland  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  Baltimore  City.’’ 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  said  corporation,  so  formed  is  a 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  the  reputable  Phar¬ 
macists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may  by  thor¬ 
ough  organization  and  united  effort  advance  the  science  of  Pharmacy, 
promote  scientific  research,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  public  strive  to 
have  enacted  just,  stringent  laws,  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food 
and  medicines,  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of  medicines 
to  regularly  educated  Pharmacists ;  that  the  term  of  existence  of  said 
corporation  is  limited  to  forty  years ;  and  that  the  said  corporation  is 
formed  upon  the  articles,  conditions  and  provisions  herein  expressed, 
and  subject  in  all  particulars  to  the  limitations  relating  to  corporations, 
which  are  contained  in  the  General  Laws  of  this  State. 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  operations  of  said  corporation  are 
to  be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  the  principal  office 
of  the  said  corporation  will  be  located  in  Baltimore  City. 


We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  has  no  capital  stock. 
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We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  will  be  managed 
by  the  officers,  and  that  the  said  M.  L.  Byers,  David  M.  R.  Culbretli, 
Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samuel  Mansfield, 
J.  Charles  Smith  and  Columbus  V.  Emich  are  the  names  of  the  officers 
who  will  manage  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  for  the  first  year.

A  Code  of  Ethics 


For  the  guidance  of  members  of  this  Association  and  all  pharma¬ 
cists  of  the  State  who  may  wish  to  follow  the  higher  practice  of  their 
profession . 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist  Himseee. 

First — He  should,  by  study,  experimentation,  investigation  and 
practice,  thoroughly  qualify  himself  to  fully  meet  and  competently 
transact  the  daily  requirements  of  his  vocation. 

Second — He  should  possess  a  good  moral  character  and  should 
not  be  addicted  to  the  improper  use  of  narcotic  drugs  nor  the  excessive 
use  of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

Third — He  should  constantly  endeavor  to  enlarge  his  store  of 
knowledge  ;  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  read  current  pharmaceutical 
literature ;  he  should  encourage  all  such  pharmaceutical  organizations 
as  seem  to  be  helpful  to  the  profession,  and  so  deport  himself  as  not  to 
detract  from  the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  calling  this  Association, 
especially  is  trying  to  elevate. 

Fourth — He  should  accept  the  standards  and  requirements  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary  for  the 
articles  of  Materia  Medica  and  the  preparations  recognized  by  these 
publications,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  should  promote  the  use  of  these 
and  discourage  the  use  of  proprietaries  and  nostrums. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  those 
From  Whom  He  Makes  Purchases 

First — He  should  deal  fairly  with  these;  all  goods  received  in 
error  or  excess,  and  all  undercharges,  should  be  as  promptly  reported 
as  are  shortages  and  overcharges.  Containers  not  charged  for  and  not 
included  in  the  charge  for  contents  should  be  carefully  returned,  or,  if 
used,  should  be  credited  to  the  part}'  to  whom  they  belong. 
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Second — He  should  earnestly  strive  to  follow  all  trade  regulations 
and  rules,  promptly  meet  obligations,  closely  follow  all  contracts  and 
agreements,  and  should  not  encourage  or  sanction  an}-  division  of 
quantity  purchases  not  contemplated  in  the  terms  of  sale. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  His 
Feeeow- Pharmacist. 

Phrst — In  this  relationship  he  should,  especially,  ‘  ‘  do  as  he  would 
be  done  by.”  He  should  not  make  any  comment  or  use  any  form  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  that  will  reflect  upon  a  member  of  the  profession,  gen¬ 
erally  or  specifically.  Nor  should  he  do  that  which  will  in  any  way 
discredit  the  standing  of  other  pharmacists  in  the  minds  of  either 
physicians  or  laymen. 

Second — He  should  not  obtain,  surreptitiousty,  or  use  the  private 
formulas  of  another,  nor  should  he  imitate  or  use  another’s  prepar¬ 
ations,  labels  or  special  forms  of  advertising. 

Third — He  should  not  fill  orders  or  prescriptions  which  come  to 
him  by  mistake.  Prescription  containers  with  copies  and  labels  of  an¬ 
other  pharmacist  upon  them  may  be  filled  by  him  upon  request,  but  he 
must  invariabty  replace  the  labels  with  his  own,  thereby  assuming 
proper  responsibility. 

Fourth — He  should  never  request  a  copy  of  a  prescription  from 
another  pharmacist ;  the  owner  of  the  prescription,  being  alone  entitled 
to  a  copy,  is  the  proper  person  to  ask  for  it. 

Fifth — He  may  borrow  merchandise  from  another  pharmacist,  pro¬ 
vided  the  practice  is  reciprocal  and  equally’  agreeable  to  both  parties  ; 
but  the  better  form  is  to  pay  a  sum  for  the  desired  article  equal  to  the 
cost  and  half  of  the  profit  to  be  obtained. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Physicians. 

First — He  should  positively  refuse  to  prescribe  for  customers  ex¬ 
cept  in  cases  of  urgent  emergency. 

Second — He  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  substitute  one 
article  for  another,  or  one  make  of  an  article  for  another,  in  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription,  without  the  physician’s  consent. 
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Third — He  should  refuse  to  re-fill  prescriptions  or  give  copies  of 
them  when  so  instructed  by  the  physician. 

Fourth — He  should  not  place  copies  of  prescriptions  upon  contain¬ 
ers  unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  prescriber,  even  though  the  patient 
should  request  it.  Nor  should  he  use  any  word  or  label,  like  “For 
External  Use,’’  “  Poison,’’  “  Caution  ’’  etc.,  without  due  regard  for  the 
wishes  of  the  prescriber,  provided  the  safety  of  the  patient  and  family 
is  not  jeopardized. 

Fifth — Whenever  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
physician’s  prescription  or  directions,  he  should  invariably  confer  with 
the  physician  in  order  to  avoid  possible  mistakes  or  unpleasantness  ; 
changes  in  prescriptions  should  not  be  made  without  such  conference. 

Sixth — He  should  never  discuss  physician’s  prescriptions  with  cus¬ 
tomers  nor  disclose  to  them  their  composition. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  his  Patrons 

First — He  should  seek  to  merit  the  confidence  of  his  customers, 
which,  when  won,  should  be  jealously  guarded  and  never  abused  by 
extortion  or  misrepresentation. 

Second — He  should  supply  products  of  standard  quality  only  to 
patrons,  excepting  when  something  inferior  is  specified  and  paid  for  by 

them. 

Third — He  should  charge  no  more  than  fair,  equitable  prices  for 
merchandise  and  prescriptions ;  the  time  required  for  the  proper 
preparation  of  prescriptions  should  be  duly  considered  and  paid  for. 

Fourth — He  should  hold  the  safety  and  health  of  his  patrons  to  be 
of  first  consideration  ;  he  should  make  no  attempt  to  treat  diseases  nor 
strive  to  sell  nostrums  or  specifics  simply  for  the  sake  of  profit. 

Fifth — He  should  consider  the  reckless  or  continued  sale  of  drugs 
to  habitues  and  the  illicit  sale  of  abortive  medicines  or  poisons  to  be 
practices  unbecoming  a  gentleman,  a  pharmacist  and  a  member  of  this 
Association. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws 


Preamble. 


WHEREAS,  To  promote  progress  and  to  guard  the  well-being  of 
our  profession  within  the  State,  Pharmacists  should  be  thoroughly 
organized,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  business  relations  existing  between  Pharmacists, 
Chemists,  Wholesale  and  Manufacturing  Druggists  are,  and  ought  to 
be,  of  the  most  intimate  and  confidential  character,  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  great  necessity  for  the  enactment  of 
j  ust,  yet  stringent  laws,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to  guard  against 
the  adulteration  of  food  and  medicine  and  to  confine  tlie  compounding 
and  dispensing  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  those  who  are  thoroughly 
competent.  Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  and 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  convention 
assembled,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent  association 
and  adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-haws  : 

Constitution 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  bring  together  the  reputable 
Pharmacists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may,  by 
thorough  organization  and  united  effort,  advance  the  science  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  promote  scientific  research,  and,  in  the  interest  of  the  public, 
strive  to  have  enacted  just,  yet  stringent  laws  to  prevent  the  adultera¬ 
tion  of  food  and  medicines  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of 
medicines  to  regularly  educated  pharmacists. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

This  Association  shall  consist  of  active,  life  and  honorary 
members. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Vice-Fresidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  an 
Executive  Committee  of  three  members. 

All  officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secretary,  shall 
be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  after  the  place  of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  must  be 
submitted  in  writing,  and  after  being  read  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Laws,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association,  when,  upon  receiving  an  affirmative  vote  of  three- fourths 
of  the  members  present,  shall  become  part  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 


By-Laws 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  Association  ; 
he  shall  announce  all  business,  receive  and  submit  all  proper  motions 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Association.  L'pon  calling  the  yeas  and 
nays,  and  in  cases  of  equal  division,  he  shall  vote  ;  upon  all  other 
occasions  he  shall  not  vote.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order, 
subject,  however,  to  an  appeal.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless 
their  appointment  is  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Association,  and  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  and  each  Standing  Committee. 
He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  an  address 
upon  any  subject  he  may  elect,  and  shall  make  such  suggestions  as  may 
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seem  to  him  suitable  to  promote  the  interests  and  better  carry  out  the 
objects  for  which  this  association  has  been  organized.  He  shall  sign 
all  certificates  of  membership,  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treas¬ 
urer,  and  authenticate  the  proceedings  by  his  signature. 

ARTICLE  II. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  his  inability  to  act,  his  duties 
shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order  of  rank. 

ARTICLE  HI. 

The  Secretary  shall  make  and  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  and  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Association.  He  shall 
be,  ex-officio,  a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive  and  each  Stand¬ 
ing  Committee.  He  shall  carefully  preserve  on  file  all  reports,  essays 
and  papers  of  ever}’  description,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  under  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  edit,  publish  and  distribute  the  Proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  seventy- 
five  dollars.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  reside  at  or  near  the  place  of 
annual  meeting  and  have  charge  of  arrangements  for  the  same. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  safely  holdall  dues  and  other  funds 
belonging  to  the  Association,  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  before  each  annual  meet¬ 
ing  the  names  of  all  members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues.  He 
shall  at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  statement  of  his  accounts  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  audit,  and  report  a  copy  of  same  to  the 
Association. 


ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  roll ;  shall 
investigate  the  claims  of  all  candidates  for  membership,  and  have  charge 
of  all  business  not  otherwise  assigned. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Association  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  upon  the  written  application  of  ten  members,  directed  to  the 
President ;  said  written  applications  before  being  acted  on  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  receive  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least  twenty-five  days’  notice 
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be  given  of  llie  time,  place  aiul  object  of  meeting  in  special  session. 
A  semi-annual  meeting  may  be  held  at  such  place  as  the  President  may 
designate,  which  the  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees,  especially, 
shall  attend. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  that  may  be  intrusted  to  it. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Eligibility — Active  Members.  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale 
or  Manufacturing  Druggists  of  good  moral  and  professional  standing 
and  their  representatives,  Teachers  of  Botany*,  Materia  Medica  or  any 
other  science  pertaining  to  Pharmacy*,  are  eligible  to  active  membership 
and  shall  pay  the  annual  dues. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Association  shall  begin  June  1  and  end 
May  31.  Annual  dues  of  each  active  member  shall  be  two  dollars, 
except  clerks  in  retail  drug  stores,  whose  dues  shall  be  one  dollar,  and 
shall  be  payable  in  advance  for  the  current  fiscal  y*ear. 

All  applications  for  membership  must  be  handed  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  investigation,  and  byr  them  reported  to  the  Association. 
Election  of  members  shall  be  by*  ballot.  Five  black  balls  shall  defeat 
an  election. 

Application  for  membership  ad  interim  may  be  acted  upon  by*  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  if  they  receive  an  unanimous  vote,  shall  be 
declared  members  of  the  Association. 

Members  elected  within  three  months  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  will  not  pay  dues  until  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  following. 

Any7  member  three  y  ears  in  arrears  for  his  annual  dues  shall,  after 
due  notification  from  the  Treasurer,  lose  his  rights  as  a  member. 

Any  person  who  has  once  been  a  member  of  the  Association 
desiring  to  renew  his  membership  may  do  so  by  paying  the  current 
dues. 
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ARTICLE  X. 

Any  person  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
all  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  ;  provided, 
however,  that  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  the  offending  member 
and  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  defense. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  at  one  time  twenty 
dollars  shall  be  declared  a  life  member,  and  be  forever  after  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  annual  dues,  and  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of 
membership  as  a  life  member. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

A  certificate  of  membership  will  be  issued  to  any  member  upon  the 
payment  of  one  dollar. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  certificates  of  membership  and  life  membership  shall  be -signed 
by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Pharmacists,  physicians,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  of  merit 
may  be  elected  honorary  members  of  this  Association,  and  be  entitled 
to  all  privileges  of  the  Association,  excepting  the  right  to  vote  and  to 
hold  office.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  arrange  the  order  of  business  for 
each  annual  meeting  and  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  a  draft  of 
program  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Three  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  from  which  three  members 
so  elected,  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  requested  to  appoint  one 
as  a  member  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  succeed  the 
member  of  the  said  board  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the 
1st  day  of  May  next  following. 

ARTICE  XVII. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  annually  : 

A  Committee  on  Adulterations,  consisting  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  report  annually  upon  adulterations  in  drugs, 
chemicals  and  other  preparations  handled  by  pharmacists. 
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A  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  composed  of  five  members 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  consider  and  report  upon  such 
matters  of  trade  interest  to  pharmacists  as  may  to  them  appear  of 
interrest  and  value. 

A  Committee  on  Legislation  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  submit 
to  the  next  Legislature  of  this  state  the  draft  of  such  laws  as  may 
seem  necessary  to  protect  the  public  from  danger  and  loss  resulting 
from  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  medicines,  and  from  the  danger 
resulting  from  permitting  incompetent  persons  to  compound  and 
dispense  medicines.  They  shall  also  be  empowered  to  bring  before  both 
State  and  National  bodies  all  needed  legislation  pertaining  to  Pharmacy. 

A  Committee  on  Pharmacy,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  at  each  annual  meeting  upon  all 
kindred  scientific  progress,  and  to  propound  such  scientific  and  practical 
questions  for  investigation  and  reply  and  such  prescription  difficulties 
for  discussion  as  may  seem  to  them  proper. 

A  Committee  on  Laws,  composed  of  three  members,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  upon  ^proposed  amendments  and 
alterations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

A  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  induce  eligible  persons  residing  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  to  become  members  of  the  Association,  and  to  suggest  means 
whereby  the  membership  may  be  increased. 

A  Committee  on  Deceased  Members,  composed  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  discover  and  report  upon  the  death  of  mem¬ 
bers  that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  to  present  fitting  memorials 
for  publication. 

A  Committee  on  Medical  Societies,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty’  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  Medical  Societies  on  behalf  of 
this  Association,  and  present  such  papers  as  may  be  deemed  desirable 
for  the  advancement  of  more  cordial  relations  between  physicians  and 
pharmacists. 

A  Committee  on  Ethics,  composed  of  three  members,  whose  dutv 
it  shall  be  to  consider  and  formulate  such  matters  bearing  on  the  ethics 
of  the  profession  as  may'  be  by7  them  deemed  desirable. 

A  Committee  on  Entertainment,  composed  of  five  members,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  the  entertainment  features  for  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association. 
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A  Committee  on  Publicity,  composed  of  three  members,  who 
shall  co-operate  with  the  pharmaceutical  and  lajT  press,  keep  the  public 
informed  as  to  the  activities  of  this  Association  and  advised  on  matters 
of  general  interest. 

A  Committee  on  New  Remedies,  composed  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  print  and  distribute  to  the  members  a  list  of 
the  principal  new  chemicals  that  have  come  into  general  use  during  the 
year. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

All  propositions  to  alter  or  amend  these  By-Laws  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  at  one 
session,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  or  at  any  succeeding  session 
and  the  proposition  determined  by  a  majority  vote. 


Maryland  Pharmacy  Law 

1910 


Article  43;  Public  General  Laws,  Title  “Health” 
Sub-title  “Commissioners  of  Pharmacy” 


Section  141.  (1902  Chapter  197,  Sec.  2.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  2.)  No  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  phar¬ 
macy  in  this  State,  either  as  a  principal  or  agent,  unless  such 
person  shall  have  obtained  a  pharmacist’s  certificate,  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  and  no  pharmacy  shall  be  at  any  time  left  in 
charge  of  any  person  who  is  not  a  certified  pharmacist,  a  cer¬ 
tified  acting  pharmacist,  or  a  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
to  compound  prescriptions  or  sell  or  dispense  poisonous  drugs, 
and  providing,  that  in  the  case  of  a  certified  assistant  phrama- 
cist,  he  shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  any  pharmacy  in  this 
State  for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty- four  hours,  and  then 
acting  only  in  the  temporary  absence  of  a  certified  acting- 
pharmacist,  regularly  and  continuously  employed  in  that 
pharmacy;  it  shall,  however,  be  lawful  for  physicians  and 
dentists  to  compound  and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions ; 
but  unlawful  for  any  person,  dealer  or  firm,  not  a  certified 
pharmacist,  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  or  certified  assistant 
pharmacist,  to  compound  a  physician’s  prescriptions.  Any 
person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  Gonviction,  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  142.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  3.)  Every  store 

or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  are  sold  at  retail, 
displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physician’s  prescriptions  are 
compounded,  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign  the  words, 
“Pharmacist,”  “Pharmacy,”  “Apothecary,”  “Drug  Store,” 
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“Druggist,”  or  any  of  these  words  or  exhibits  the  character¬ 
istics  show  bottles  or  globes  filled  with  colored  liquids,  shall 
be  considered  a  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  sub¬ 
title. 

Section  143.  (1902  Chapter  179.  1906  Chapter  585,  Sec. 

4.)  The  Governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who  are  skilled 
and  competent  pharmacists,  who  have  had  ten  years’  active 
pharmaceutical  experience,  are  actively  engaged  in  the  retail 
drug*  business  and  not  connected  with  any  school  of  phar¬ 
macy  or  medicine,  either  as  teachers,  instructors  or  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  and 
three  residents  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  Said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  constitute  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and 
shall  hold  office  as  follows :  One  to  serve  five  years,  one  four 
years,  one  three  years,  one  two  years  and  one  one  year  from 
the  first  of  May,  1902;  in  the  first  instance  the  Governor  to 
designate  in  the  appointment  who  to  serve  one,  two,  three, 
four  or  five  years,  and  thereafter  annually  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  one  person  to  serve  as  a  member  of  said  board 
for  term  of  five  years.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  within 
ten  days  after  notification  of  their  appointment  each  sub¬ 
scribe  to  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  any 
county,  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  pre¬ 
scribed  herein.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  so  ap¬ 
pointed  who  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  The 
Governor  shall  fill  all  occurring  vacancies  from  such  sections 
of  the  State  as  will  cause  the  board  to  be  constituted  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided. 

Section  144.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  5.  1910  Chapter 

494,  Sec.  2.)  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
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by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for 
registration  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April  and 
October  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board ;  provided, 
that  ten  days’  public  notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  each 
meeting  at  which  there  is  an  examination  of  candidates  for 
registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  receive  all  applicants  for  examination  and  registration  sub¬ 
mitted  in  proper  form ;  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  hereunder;  to  report  annually 
to  the  Governor  and  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  State,  which  re¬ 
port  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  as  wrell  as  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  under 
these  provisions ;  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered 
the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  so  registered 
and  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  granting  of  certificates.  The 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  any  rules  and  by¬ 
laws  not  inconsistent  herewith,  necessary  to  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  board;  to  demand  and  receive  from  appli¬ 
cants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which  shall  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State. 

Section  145.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  6.)  The  salaries  of 

said  board  shall  be  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  each  member, 
and  all  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  not  to  exceed  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  annum;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of 
the  board  as  may  be  in  his  possession,  and  take  the  treasurer’s 
receipt  therefor.  In  its  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  the 
board  shall  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expenses  incurred  pursuant  herewith,  and  the  sec¬ 
retary  and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall 
from  time  to  time  direct. 
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Section  146.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  7.)  Any  person  who 

on  April  8th,  1902,  is  registered  or  entitled  to  registration  in 
Baltimore  City  as  managing  owner,  managing  assistant  or 
relief  clerk,  and  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
1902,  pay  to  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  pharmacist  and  re¬ 
ceive  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 

Section  147.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  8,  9,  10  and  11. 

1910  Chapter  494,  Sec.  3.)  An  person  who  has  had  four 
years’  active  experience  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  pre¬ 
scriptions  are  daily  compounded  and  has  reached  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  after  examination  by  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  by  it  deemed  competent,  shall  be 
registered  as  pharmacist  and  given  a  certificate  of  such  regis¬ 
tration.  Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary 
ten  days  before  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  Doard  and  shall 
pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars. 

Any  person  who  has  had  two  years’  active  experience  in  a 
pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescriptions  are  daily  com¬ 
pounded  and  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who, 
after  examination  by  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  shall 
by  it  be  deemed  competent,  shall  be  registered  as  assistant 
pharmacist  and  be  given  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 
Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary  of  the 
board  ten  days  before  any  of  its  stated  meetings,  and  pay  to 
the  board  a  fee  of  ten  dollars. 

Section  148.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  12.)  Every  appli¬ 

cant  for  examination  shall,  with  his  application  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  board,  file  a  written  declaration,  duly  sw'orn  to 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public,  stating  the 
pharmacy  or  pharmacies  in  which  he  has  had  the  experience 
demanded  in  Section  147.  Anyone  swearing  falsely  in  the 
affidavit  so  filed  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury. 
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Section  149.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  13.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  3.)  Every  person  receiving  a  pharmacist’s  or  as¬ 
sistant  pharmacist's  certificate  shall  keep  the  same  conspicu¬ 
ously  posted  in  his  place  of  business.  Violations  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  hall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $25.00  in  each  instance. 

Section  150.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14.)  Any  certificate 

obtained  by  false  representation  shall  be  void,  and  the  offender 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for 
thirty  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  15 1.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14A.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  14A.)  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  to  enter  into  reciprocal  relations  with  the 
Boards  of  Pharmacy  of  such  other  States  as  do  likewise,  and 
whose  requirements  are  satisfactory  as  regards  the  awards 
and  interchanging  of  certificates  for  registration  of  registered 
pharmacists,  applicants  for  registration  under  this  clause  to 
produce  satisfactory  documents  bearing  upon  their  previous 
examination  from  the  secretary  of  that  board  and  paying  the 
secretary  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  the  accus¬ 
tomed  fee ;  applicants  in  addition  will  be  required  to  furnish 
satisfactory  record  as  to  their  morality,  sobriety  and  close  ob¬ 
servance  of  the  more  important  laws  touching  the  life  of  a 
pharmacist. 

^Section  152.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  15  and  15^. 

1906  Chapter  585,  Sections  15  and  15/4.)  The  provisions  of 
this  sub-title  shall  not  apply  to  Talbot  County. 

Section  153.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  16.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  16.)  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  Sections 
141,  149,  15 1  and  152  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  general 
merchants  of  the  counties  of  the  State  or  of  Baltimore  City 
from  selling  such  drugs  and  medicines  as  have  heretofore 
been  handled  by  the  general  merchants  of  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land.

Maryland  Anti-Narcotic  Law 

Chapter  No.  473 — Law  Relating  to  the 
Traffic  in  Cocaine,  Etc. 


An  Act  to  repeal  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904;  the  same  having 
been  codified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  Section  237  of  Arti¬ 
cle  27,  and  to  re-enact  the  same  with  amendments,  so  as 
to  form  four  sections  of  said  Article  27  of  said  Code,  to 
be  headed  “Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and  to  be  numbered 
237,  237A,  237B  and  237C,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  that  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904,  the  same  having 
been  codified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  section  237  of  Arti¬ 
cle  27,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re-enacted 
with  amendments,  so  as  to  form  four  Sections  of  said 
Article  27,  to  be  headed  “Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and 
to  be  numbered  237,  237A,  237B,  237C,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

HEALTH-NARCOTIC  DRUGS. 

SECTION  237.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  furnish,  sell,  give  away  or  other¬ 
wise  dispense  any  cocaine,  eucaine,  opium,  morphine, 
heroin,  chloral  hydrate,  or  any  salts  or  compounds  of 
any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  or 
compound  containing  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or 
their  salts  or  their  compounds,  except  upon  the  original 
written  order  or  prescription  of  a  lawfully  authorized  prac¬ 
titioner  of  medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  of 
good  standing  in  his  profession,  not  of  intemperate  habits 
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or  addicted  to  the  use  of  any  drugs,  and  any  person  vio¬ 
lating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  be  imprisoned 
in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year 
nor  more  than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court  for  each  offense.  Provided,  that  the  above  provisions 
shall  not  apply  to  paregoric,  laudanum  or  to  bona  fide 
proprietary  medicines  containing  codeine  or  not  more  than 
two  grains  of  opium  or  not  more  than  iwo-fifths  grain  of 
morphine,  or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin,  or 
not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hydrate  in  one  fluid 
ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois  ounce ; 
provided,  also  that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply 
to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recommended  and 
sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  and  cholera,  each  bottle  or 
package  of  which  is  accompanied  by  specific  directions ; 
\nd  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  said  drugs  by  any 
licensed  manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  whole¬ 
sale  or  retail  pharmacists  or  druggists  to  other  licensed 
manufacturing*  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  wholesale  or 
retail  pharmacists  or  druggists,  or  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions,  or  to  licensed  physicians, 
dentists  or  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery  ; 
nor  to  the  use  of  any  of  the  said  drugs  by  any  licensed 
physician,  dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or 
surgery  in  the  regular  course  of  his  practice. 

SEC.  23TA.  If  any  person  except  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery, 
manufacturing  pharmacist  or  chemist  or  wholesale  or  retail 
pharmacist  or  druggist  have  in  his  possession  cocaine,  eu- 
caine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  chloral  hydrate  or  any 
salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the  foregoing  substance  or 
their  salts  or  compounds  other  than  paregoric  and  lauda- 
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1111m  or  bona  fide  proprietary  medicine  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  nor  not  more  than 
two-fifths  grain  of  morphine  or  not  more  than  one-fourth 
grain  of  heroin  or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral 
hydrate  in  one  fluid  ounce,  or  if  a  solid  preparation  in  one 
avoirdupois  ounce,  or  any  of  them  with  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  confinement  in  the 
penitentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and 
possession  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  drugs  or  mix¬ 
tures  thereof,  except  by  a  licensed  physician,  dentist,  prac¬ 
titioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  manufacturing 
chemist  or  pharmacist,  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacist  or 
druggist  or  on  the  prescription  of  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  veterinarian  in  good  standing  in  his  profession 
not  of  intemperate  habits  and  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  any 
drug,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
hospital,  college  or  scientific  or  public  institution. 

SEC.  237B.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner 
of  medicine  or  dentistry  to  furnish  or  prescribe  for  the  use 
of  any  person  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
opium,  morphine,  chloral  hydrate  or  any  salts  or  compounds 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  cr  anv  preparation  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds  except  to  such  persons  who  are  under 
his  care  and  for  whom  he,  in  good  faith,  prescribed  as  neces¬ 
sary  for  their  professional  treatment  ;  and  no  practitioner 
of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall  prescribe  the  same 
for  the  use  of  any  human  being.  Any  written  order  or  pre¬ 
scription  given  or  made  by  any  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  course  of 
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his  professional  treatment  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or  if  ordered 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall 
state  the  kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered  and  said  pre¬ 
scription  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  or  order.  Such  written  order  or  prescription  shall 
be  permanently  retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  or¬ 
dered  or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded  or 
dispensed  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  original 
prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  compounding  or 
dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  written  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  delivered  to  any  person 
but  the  original  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by 
the  prescriber,  the  State’s  Attorney  for  the  county  or  Bal¬ 
timore  City  or  committee  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  count}^ 
or  of  Baltimore  City  in  which  said  prescription  was  filled. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court,  be  confined  in  the  county  or  city  jail  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  said  fine  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

SEC.  237C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  under  this  act  of  all 
judges  of  Courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  this  State 
at  every  regular  term  thereof  to  charge  all  regularly  im¬ 
panelled  juries  to  diligently  inquire  into  and  investigate 
all  cases  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
to  make  a  true  presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such 
violations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  i 
Pharmacists,  as  well  as  all  prosecuting  officers,  to  cause  the 
prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  i 
act.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  sections  I 
AST,  237A,  237B  and  this  section  the  charge  may  be  brought  I 
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against  any  and  all  of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or 
against  the  directors  or  executive  officials  of  a  corporation 
or  against  the  agent  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corpora¬ 
tion. 


SEC.  2.  And  it  is  further  enacted,  That  all  criminal 
proceedings  pending  or  which  may  be  hereafter  instituted 
for  offenses  already  committed  shall  be  instituted,  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  and  prosecuted  to  final  determination  and 
judgment  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  laws  and 
parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Maryland  Poison  Law 

Chapter  586,  Legislature  1906 
An  Act  Regulating  the  Sale  of  Poisonous  Drugs 
in  the  State  of  Maryland. 


SECTION  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to  retail  any  of  the 
following  poisons :  Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive 
sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  precipitate,  bichromide  of 
mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acid,  strych¬ 
nine  and  all  other  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their 
salts,  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  opium  and  its  prepara¬ 
tions,  aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica, 
henbane,  sabine,  ergot,  croton  oil,  cantharides,  creosote, 
digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,  cotton  root, 
chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  mineral  acids, 
carbolic  acid  and  oxalic  acid,  without  distinctly  labeling 
the  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  the  said  poison  is  con¬ 
tained,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  “Poison” 
and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller. 

SEC.  2.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  registered  phar¬ 
macist  or  other  person  to  sell  any  of  the'  poisons  above 
enumerated  without  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  sale,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of  the  poison  sold, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser 
to  be  required  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser,  such  a  book 
to  be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities 
and  to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years.  The  provisions 
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of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons 
in  not  unusual  quantities  or  doses  upon  the  prescription  of 
practitioners  of  medicine.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  these  sections  shall  make  the  offender  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
